London braced for 
new terror threat 


Mayor urged to give go-ahead for major military emergency manoeuvres

LONDON is set to see hundreds of 
armed troops, including SAS, SBS 
and other special forces, deployed 
on to the streets in readiness for a 
major terrorist attack which ex¬ 
perts are warning could last for 
days. 

Ahead of the high security ex¬ 
pected for this Sunday’s Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremonies, mayor 
Sadiq Khan has been urged by his 
chief terror adviser to urgently ac¬ 
tion a test of Operation Temperer, 


the top-secret government plan 
which would see the capital 
swamped with soldiers from Kens¬ 
ington to The City. 

Lord Toby Harris is calling on 
the mayor to action the largest mil¬ 
itary emergency manoeuvres seen 
in the city since the Second World 
War as London braces itself for an 
attack by any of the more than 400 
extremists under surveillance by 
the secret service. 

The recommendation to dramat¬ 
ically put the massive security op¬ 
eration into play is contained in 
Lord Harris’ 62-page report, Lon¬ 


don ’s Preparedness To Respond To 
A Major Terrorist Incident. 

The chilling document details 
how the threat to the capital is 
now greater than ever before - and 
when it happens, multiple casual¬ 
ties can be expected. 

Lord Harris warns that 50 of the 
UK’s 73 identified terrorist targets 
are in London. These are believed 
to include Kensington Palace, 
Chelsea football ground, White¬ 
hall, Trafalgar Square and The 
City. 

To check to see how well - or 
how badly - London is protected 


against what the authorities most 
fear, “a marauding terrorist 
firearms attack”, Lord Harris has 
urged the mayor to order a dry 
run of Operation Temperer. 

The secret plan was revealed 
last year after details of the opera¬ 
tion were accidentally uploaded to 
the National Police Chiefs Council 
website. Under the heading 
“counter terrorism post Paris large 
scale military support to the po¬ 
lice”, minutes of a security chiefs’ 
meeting disclosed that up to 5,100 
troops could be deployed.

I T’S now more than 13 
years since ITV broadcast 
its Saturday-night ro¬ 
mance romp Blind Date 
for the final time. But 
take a quick glance at the 
television listings and you’ll find 
its legacy lives on, writes Jack 
Dixon. 

In the last seven days alone, 
channel-hoppers could happily 
gorge on no less than 55 hours of 
television dating shows. 

There’s no question that a good 
old-fashioned romance remains a 
big hit with audiences - but it ap¬ 
pears our obsession with the 
search for love now goes beyond 
the box. 

Matchmaking has become a 
money-spinning international in¬ 
dustry, with lovesick loners look¬ 
ing further and further afield in 
their pursuit of a soulmate. 

As the global head of elite dat¬ 
ing service Berkeley Interna¬ 
tional, Mairead Molloy has been 
one of the industry’s leading ar¬ 
chitects.

There is no great science to 
finding a client’s dream partner, 
however - just careful sifting and 


filtering until the cream rises to 
the top. 

“We turn down 33 per cent of 
all those who apply because it’s 
essential that we know that peo¬ 
ple are matched with others of 
similar motivation,” she says. 

Mairead’s clients include ac¬ 
tors, bankers, lawyers, doctors, 
surgeons, even celebrities in the 
public eye - anyone with a “high 
net worth”.

Such is the clamour for ro¬ 
mance, one recent survey pre¬

COLLECTORS in Kensington 
and Chelsea are rushing to 
invest in a new art movement 
being championed at a West 
London gallery as prices are 
rocketing up to tenfold. 

Demand for the new Hyper¬ 
realism is soaring with works 
that were selling for £15,000 a 
few years ago now changing 
hands for £150,000. 

Maggie Bollaert, co-owner 
of the capital’s leading Hyper¬ 
realist dealers, Plus One 
Gallery at Battersea Reach, is 
predicting even better re¬ 
turns on an art investment as 
some paintings in the new 
style are selling for up to £1 
million. 

“The interest in Hyperre¬ 
alism is enormous and get¬ 
ting stronger. Therefore, the 
prices are going up steadily. 
I believe that it’s the next big 
art wave,” said Maggie, who 
recently relocated the gallery 
from Pimlico Road, where it 
traded since 2006. 

“The works astonish with 
their breath-taking precision 


and remarkable clarity - de¬ 
picting textures, spaces and 
detail. The subjects include 
landscape, still life, street 


scenes, machines, buildings, 
people, animals, with the 
artists not replicating but ex¬ 
aggerating or fantasising real 


life. What I find the most ex¬ 
citing about Hyperrealism is 
that it takes the idea of the 
‘ready-made’ and pushes it as 


far as it can go. By developing 
the ability to paint so pre¬ 
cisely, artists that work in the 
Hyperrealist style build on 
the everyday, creating images 
that on the surface look like 
a photograph but which most 
of the time cannot be created 
using a camera. 

“Hyperrealism works are 
being sought by a wide range 
of collectors from all over the 
world, especially the Ameri¬ 
cans and Italians. We have 
sold paintings to The 
Athenaeum, The Grove and 
The Dorchester and we are 
also seeing the younger gen¬ 
eration of collectors very 
keen on these works. 

“The spectrum of prices 
varies widely from £3,000 up 
to £1 million. Many artists in 
this genre have seen the 
value of their work increase 
considerably. 

“For instance, Carl 
Laubin’s Capriccio have gone 
from £20,000 to £120,000- 
£160,000, Paul Day’s bronze 
sculptures have gone from 


£5,000 to £15,000 - £20,000 for 
small pieces and his big 
pieces go for up to £500,000 or 
more. John Salt has gone 
from £15,000 to £150,000 now. 

“I believe that we are living 
in an incredible and vibrant 
art world with a vast amount 
of art on the market. And 
with a large number of this 
artwork being unaffordable 
for the majority of new col¬ 
lectors, this gives way for 
new movements to flourish 
and to become exciting to the 
new generation of collectors. 

“With the interest of new 
collectors and museums 
wanting to put shows to¬ 
gether for Hyperrealist 
artists, puts Hyperrealism in 
a very strong position today. 
All this makes a sound invest¬ 
ment proposition.”

THE acclaimed Kensington- 
based project to get London

Having attracted more 
than X 000 young Londoners 
to join its TUFF FC soccer 
teams, now The Unity of 
Faiths Foundation is going 
into bat in a joint venture 
with national cricket author¬ 
ities aimed at bowling over 
more youngsters with its 
character-building pro¬ 
gramme. 

“Instilling British values 
and tolerance through grass¬ 
roots sport and cultural fes¬ 
tivals lies at the core of what 
TUFF has been doing since 
2011 and what is more appro¬ 
priate for this than cricket?” 
said TUFF co-founder Dr 
Shamender Talwar. 

“In the last year, TUFF has 
gone from strength to 


strength, with international 
media recognition and pick¬ 
ing up the Pride of Britain 
Sports Award.” 

Hundreds of children have 
benefitted from the tireless 
efforts of Dr Talwar and his 
co-founder Anna Prior.

Cricket will be applied to 
support young people in Lon¬ 
don and in Birmingham who 
might be susceptible to radi¬ 
calisation and extremism. 


We have identified character 
attributes such as enthusi¬ 
asm, resilience, self-control, 
tolerance and optimism, all 
of which can be pro-actively 
taught through the medium 
of cricket. 

“As a consequence of this, 
we intend not only to dis¬ 
cover some great cricketing 
talent but, much more im¬ 
portantly, help young people 
develop those values and at¬ 
titudes needed to succeed 
personally and profession¬ 
ally and become good citi¬ 
zens. 


“The Club Cricket Confer¬ 
ence has been looking after 
the interests of grass roots 
cricket for over 100 years but 
this initiative is probably the 
most important work we 
have ever embarked upon,” 
said Robbie Book, Chairman 
of the CCC. 

“Aureus is really pleased 
to be part of the consortium 
and to build on our experi¬ 
ence of cricket and character 
education to help young peo¬ 
ple face their futures with 
confidence.

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Threat to more than 3,000 
community pharmacies 


AN ALTERNATIVE VIEW

P HARMACIES play an im¬ 
portant and much un¬ 
derrated role in health 
provision in this country. 

Hospitals and surgical inter¬ 
ventions get the most atten¬ 
tion paid to them and 
although GP's play a far 
greater role in day to day 
medical diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment they receive far less 
public attention and public 
money than they deserve. 

But even more frequently 
overlooked is the role played 
by pharmacies in counselling 
and treating the nation's 
minor (and not so minor) ail¬ 
ments and which costs the 
public purse far less than ei¬ 
ther. 

Astonishingly over 80% of 
patient contact in the NHS is 
in unglamorous but essential 
Community Pharmacies. 

And in London, with our 
rapidly growing population, 
new arrivals and young peo¬ 
ple who, believing themselves 
to be immortal, do not get 
round to registering with a 
GP, the network of pharma¬ 
cies that punctuates our high 
streets is even more impor¬ 
tant than in other parts of the 
country. 

However, this system that 
quietly serves us so well is in 
imminent danger of destruc¬ 
tion as our ideologically 
driven government is intent 


on limiting the number of 
Community Pharmacies and 
cutting the pharmacy budget 
itself by 3.4 per cent this year 
and a further 4 per cent in 
2017-18. With GP's and the 
entire NHS experiencing un¬ 
precedented pressure the 
government's decision to cut 
the number of community 
pharmacies and their capacity 
is entirely perverse. 

We have a system that 
works, is popular with the 
public and which is respon¬ 
sive to the wishes of its users 
but the requirement to find 
£22 billion in 'efficiency sav- 
ings'by2020 threatens to 
ruin the system and cause the 
closure of more than 3,000 
community pharmacies. 

In particular the govern¬ 
ment's determination to tar¬ 
get 'pharmacy clusters'which 
have grown up in recent years 
in the most deprived areas of 
our cities is especially short 
sighted and a Durham Univer¬ 
sity study shows that it will 
fall disproportionately on the 
poor, the vulnerable and the 
elderly. 

Analysis of half a million 
consultations under'Minor 
Ailment Services provided by 
30 community pharmacies 
showed that 92 per cent of 
users would have visited their 
local GP if the service had not 
been provided and a detailed 
study of the Isle of White re- 


ablement service showed that 
in two years it has reduced 
the number of hospital read¬ 
mission rates there by 63 per 
cent. 

In fact, increased develop¬ 
ment and expansion of Com¬ 
munity Pharmacies have been 
one of the successes of NHS 
innovation and development 
in recent years. 

Community pharmacies 
with their user friendly hours 
offer many services such as: 
smoking cessation advice, 
methadone support and flu 
injection programmes which 
need not be provided in an 
expensive GP surgery and can 
be more cheaply and more 
conveniently accessed on the 
high street. 

Instead of cutting Commu¬ 
nity Pharmacy, government 
and NHS England should be 
doing all they can to increase 
the capacity to help patients, 
increase accessibility and re¬ 
duce the load on hard pressed 
Primary care, GP surgeries 
and hospitals.

Helping you keep 
warm this winter 

T HE clocks have gone back 
and Halloween is behind us, 
so I can write confidently that 
whatever the temperature 
might be as you read this, 
winter will soon be upon us. 

Now I like to try to get into a mind¬ 
set of looking forward to the winter. 

It brings with it, after all, the won¬ 
derful festive season and a new year 
full of promise and challenge. 

But I am a fortunate man. I’m not 
that old, I’m in good health and I live in 
a nice warm home. So for me the cold 
is not a threat - it’s probably more of a 
conversation piece on a freezing day. 
But the reality for some is very differ¬ 
ent. Cold homes are said to contribute 
to the death of almost 44,000 people in 
the UK every winter. 

Well, we’re keen to prevent such oc¬ 
currences here which is why the coun¬ 
cil is offering vulnerable residents free 
home energy visits between now and 
March 2017 as part of the WARMTH 
scheme. 

This scheme is delivered by the en¬ 
vironmental charity Groundwork Lon¬ 
don in partnership with the council 
and gives health and financial advice to 
the borough’s most vulnerable house¬ 
holds, particularly the elderly and 
those with multiple health conditions. 

The aim of WARMTH is to counter 
the impacts of cold weather, improve 
the health and wellbeing of residents, 
reduce hospital admissions and help 
the most vulnerable people in the bor¬ 
ough save energy, stay warm and feel 
more comfortable in their homes. 

I think it’s worth repeating that the 
visits are free and include some really 
important and practical advice and as¬ 
sistance, such as how to switch tariffs 
and support with utility bills. 

Where it’s appropriate, people will be 
given energy-efficient light bulbs, 
draught-proofing, radiator panels and 
energy monitors at no cost. There will 
also be help with claiming benefits re¬ 
lated to energy costs, such as register¬ 
ing with The Warm Home 
Discount/Priority Services Register. 

A free Seasonal Stay Warm Pack 
which includes a fleece top, thermal un¬ 
derwear, socks and a blanket, will be 
given to those at high risk of cold-re¬ 
lated illnesses. 

Any vulnerable resident is eligible 
for a visit, particularly those with mul¬ 
tiple health issues, on a low income and 
aged between 16 and 25, aged over 65, 
suffering from respiratory diseases 
and/or cardiovascular disease, with se¬ 
vere mental illness or dementia, on a 
low income with children under the 
age of five.

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Communications 
system ‘will fail 
in Underground’ 

LORD Harris makes it clear in 
his report that he is very 
concerned that a key radio 
communications system - 
essential to communications 
between police, security and 
other emergency services in 
the event of a terror attack - 
may not work. 

He says he shares the 
scepticism of the police, fire 
and ambulance services that a 
new radio system proposed by 
the Home Office may fail in one 
of London's most obvious 
targets, the Underground. 

Londoners, he states, would 
find this unforgivable. 

In a prominent criticism 
within the report. Lord Harris 
writes: "In 2005, the radio 
system in operation did not 
operate effectively on the 
Underground network. This 
failure hampered rescue 
efforts, and may have 
prolonged the time injured 
people waited before they 
were rescued. 

"It was a key 

recommendation from the 
report into the bombings that 
Airwave should be enabled to 
operate in this environment. 
This has been achieved. 

"Next year will see the start 
of the introduction of a new 
radio system for the 
emergency services: the 
emergency services network 
(ESN). This system is based on 
very different technology from 
Airwave, the current 
emergency services system. It 
will run on 4G and is stated by 
the Home Office to provide 
many advantages over 
Airwave, such as being able to 
carry data. 

"The intention is for all users 
to have transitioned on to the 
new network by 2020, but 
there remains a substantial 
amount of development still to 
do and the technology being 
used has not been used in this 
manner, on this scale, before. 

"Most of the senior people 
that I spoke to in the 
emergency services were 
sceptical as to whether the 
system will deliver within the 
timescales planned. 

"However, the Home Office 
remain bullish about the 
prospects of achieving the 
rollout, although they have 
arrangements in place for the 
Airwave system to be kept 
running - at a cost - while any 
problems with the new system 
are ironed out should that 
prove necessary, and to allow 
interoperability while Forces 
transition. In my view, such 
arrangements are an essential 
precaution. 

"I remain very concerned 
that this new system may not 
operate effectively on the 
Underground system. 

"The Home Office, who are 
leading the new ESN 
programme, are working with 
TfL and police forces to see 
whether they can make the 
ESN system work on the 
Underground using existing 
networks which are 
themselves approaching the 
end of their natural lives. 

"The technology should be 
capable of this but the 
timescales to test and to install 
the system are challenging. 

"The Police Service has made 
it clear that the coverage of the 
ESN must be at least as good as 
Airwave. I fully endorse this 
position and stress that this 
must include the Underground 
network. Londoners would 
find it unforgiveable if the 
authorities were so quickly to 
step away from the learning 
taken from the tragedy that 
befell London in 2005." 

Lord Harris recommends to 
the mayor: "The Airwave 
network should not be 
switched off until it can be 
shown that the new ESN works 
adequately everywhere to the 
satisfaction of the MPS, the 
BTP and TfL." 


Mayor is urged to get SAS on 
streets for terror op dry run

LONDON is set to see hundreds of 
armed troops, including SAS, SBS and 
other special forces, soon deployed on 
to the streets in readiness for a major 
terrorist attack which experts are 
warning could last for days. 

Ahead of the high security expected 
for this Sunday’s Remembrance Day 
ceremonies, mayor Sadiq Khan has 
been urged by his chief terror adviser 
to urgently action a test of Operation 
Temperer, the top-secret government 
plan which would see the capital 
swamped with soldiers from Kensing¬ 
ton to The City. 

Lord Toby Harris is calling on the 
mayor to action the largest military 
emergency manoeuvres seen in the city 
since the Second World War as London 
braces itself for an attack by any of the 
more than 400 extremists under 
surveillance by the secret service. 

The recommendation to dramatically 
put the massive security operation into 
play is contained in Lord Harris’ 62- 
page report, London’s Preparedness To 
Respond To A Major Terrorist Incident. 

The chilling document details how 
the threat to the capital is now greater 
than ever before - and when it happens, 
multiple casualties can be expected. 

Lord Harris warns that 50 of the UK’s 
73 identified terrorist targets are in 
London. These are believed to include 
Kensington Palace, Chelsea football 
ground, Whitehall, Trafalgar Square 
and The City. 

To check to see how well - or how 
badly - London is protected against 
what the authorities most fear, “a ma¬ 
rauding terrorist firearms attack”, Lord 
Harris has urged the mayor to order a 
dry run of Operation Temperer. 

The secret plan was revealed last 
year after details of the operation were 
accidentally uploaded to the National 
Police Chiefs Council website. Under 
the heading “counter terrorism post 
Paris large scale military support to 
the police”, minutes of a security chiefs’ 
meeting disclosed that up to 5400 troops 
could be deployed. 

Under the plan which Baroness 
Jones, a member of London’s police and 
crime committee, called unprecedented 
on mainland Britain, soldiers would 
serve alongside hundreds of armed po¬ 
lice officers to protect against further 
attacks while terrorists were hunted 
down. It is understood that Operation 
Temperer would also see the deploy¬ 
ment of crack teams from the SAS now 
based at RAF Northolt, the SBS on the 
Thames and the involvement of the 
highly secretive Special Reconnais¬ 
sance Regiment. 

Lord Harris has recommended to the 
mayor that Operation Temperer is now 
put to the test. 

He reports: “When needed, the mili¬ 
tary would deploy under Operation 
Temperer which would see potentially 
hundreds of troops deployed to backfill 
armed-police roles, or deployed along¬ 
side British Transport Police, to in¬ 
crease the operational capacity and ca¬ 
pability of specialist counter-terrorism 
and armed policing. These personnel 
will, within a matter of hours, deploy 
alongside the police, under their in¬ 
struction, with a centrally located mil¬ 
itary operations centre established. 

He adds the recommendation: “This 
process should be fully tested during 
one of the regular counter-terrorism re¬ 
sponse exercises.” 

Lord Harris warns in his report that

a terror attack on London could rage 
for much longer than the 7/7 bombings 
of 2005 when four Islamist extremists 
coordinated suicide bomb attacks in 
Central London which targeted civil¬ 
ians using public transport during the 
rush hour. He writes: “A major terror¬ 
ist attack might, in the most extreme 
circumstances, be prolonged for several 
days, with a long period of the threat 
level being moved to critical.” 

The terror threat to London is cur¬ 
rently set at severe - and Lord Harris 
notes the threat level expresses the like¬ 
lihood of an attack in the near term. 

He says: “As Sir Bernard Hogan- 
Howe, the Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police has said, it is cur¬ 
rently a matter of when not if a terror¬ 
ist attack takes place here.” 

The threat is heightened because 
around 425 extremists are at loose and 
are believed by the security services to 
have the potential to strike, launching 
a massed guns and suicide bombing at¬ 
tack. 

“It is thought around 850 UK extrem¬ 
ists have travelled from the UK to Syria 
and Iraq to join the so-called Islamic 
State. Of these, around half are esti¬ 
mated to have returned, and may have 
received combat and terrorist training 
and may additionally be motivated by 
their experiences and what they have 
witnessed while away. These individu¬ 
als represent a real threat and present 
particular challenges to the intelligence 
agencies and the police in keeping 
track of them,” writes Lord Harris. 

“A marauding terrorist firearms at¬ 
tack (MTFA) is currently considered to 
be the most significant terrorist threat 
affecting the UK and other Western 
countries. It was the main method used 
by terrorists in Mumbai in 2008, in 
Nairobi in 2013, in Paris in 2015 and in 
Orlando in 2016. 

“For this reason this report, while 
providing a general assessment of our 
preparedness, gives a special focus to 
this type of attack. An MTFA may in¬ 
volve shootings, the use of explosives 
and grenades, fires, hostage taking and 
sieges. There is also a significant like¬ 
lihood of serious injuries and deaths. 

“The diversity of these attacks, and 
the introduction of new methods by ter¬ 
rorists, means that we need to be pre¬ 
pared not only for those types of attacks 
we have seen before, but also for at¬ 


tacks the nature of which we cannot 
yet know.” 

Lord Harris notes that if there is a 
massed attack, no terrorist is likely to 
get out of it alive. “In the event of an 
MTFA, police tactics will appear very 
different from those previously seen at 
armed incidents. In the past, the nor¬ 
mal tactics would have been to contain 
the threat and to place a cordon around 
whatever was happening. This might 
then be followed by an extended period 
of stand-off, perhaps with negotiations 
being attempted. 

“In an MTFA, however, the objective 
of the terrorists is probably to kill as 
many people as possible. This means 
that the tactic of containment would 
not work. Indeed, such an approach 
would be likely to mean that most, if 
not all, of those within the cordon will 
become the victims of the terrorists. 

“That is why the response to such 
an incident will now involve the first 
armed officers on the scene moving for¬ 
ward to confront the terrorists. Thus, 
the immediate objective will be to neu¬ 
tralise the threat as swiftly as possible, 
often using lethal force. 

“These tactics will look and feel very 
different from the type of response we 
are used to from the police. Officers 
will be required to move into premises 
very quickly, making snap judgements 
to shoot suspected terrorists, which 
could have adverse consequences for 
victims if things go wrong. This would 
see them moving over dead and injured 
bodies to neutralise the threat, rather 
than stopping and helping victims. It 
is believed this approach 
will lead to more lives being 
saved overall. 

“While it is always prefer¬ 
able that those engaged in 
terrorist activity should be 
apprehended without the use 
of lethal force so that they 
can be charged and brought 
before the courts, this may 
well be impossible under the 
circumstances of an MTFA.” 

Besides urging a full-scale 
rehearsal of Operation Tem¬ 
perer, Lord Harris goes on 
to make 126 other recommen¬ 
dations for the mayor, the 
government and other agen¬ 
cies to consider, including: 


• The Metropolitan Police to further 
explore the use of temporary barriers 
to protect against a Nice-style attack in 
London. 

• A London-wide pilot of a new public 
alert technology - so Londoners can be 
advised of a major terrorist attack with 
messages sent direct to mobile devices. 

• CCTV to be installed on all under¬ 
ground and mainline trains and more 
easily accessible to emergency services 
in an emergency. 

• COBR protocol to be changed so that 
the mayor always attends meetings that 
affect London - with greater clarity 
around the role of the mayor in a major 
incident. 

• Consideration to be given to the in¬ 
troduction of a new MOPAC adviser on 
counter-terrorism, and mayoral adviser 
for resilience. 

• The Home Office to fully fund the 
National & International Capital Cities 
Grant (NICC), which currently costs 
the Metropolitan Police approximately 
£340 million a year. 

• Security measures on the River 
Thames to be strengthened. 

• The police and security services 
should work with businesses, local au¬ 
thorities and others to provide better 
information on how to prevent a ter¬ 
rorist attack, and what to do if the 
worst happens. 

• The Department of Health should 
provide extra resources to the London 
Ambulance Service in recognition of 
the additional demands placed on it as 
the provider of services in the capital. 

Lord Harris concluded: “The quality 
and effectiveness of the work done by 
the intelligence services and the 
counter-terrorist police is among the 
best in the world. If London were sub¬ 
ject to a terrorist attack today, our 
emergency services’ response would be 
substantially faster than five years ago. 

“Nevertheless, a serious terrorist at¬ 
tack remains highly possible and we 
cannot be complacent. London needs 
to become a city where security and re¬ 
silience is designed in and is part of 
the city’s fabric, and where everyone 
who lives and works here sees security 
and resilience as their responsibility 
just as much as it is for the emergency 
services and civic authorities.” 

Mr Khan responded: “I am extremely 
grateful to Lord Toby Harris who has 
produced a significant, in-depth piece 
of work. His findings and events in the 
last week remind us what a fantastic 
job our police officers and emergency 
services do every day to keep us safe. 

“But there is more that can be done 
by a wide range of organisations, and 
Lord Harris’ many recommendations 
deserve careful consideration and ex¬ 
ploration so we can take steps over the 
coming months to ensure we are as pre¬ 
pared as possible.” 
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New centre to

Tory MP pledges to fight 
government over runway

PLANS have been revealed for 
a state-of-the-art education 
centre to boost children’s aca¬ 
demic performance in one of 
Hammersmith and Fulham’s 
most deprived areas. 

The educational hub in 
White City is set to include 
new and improved premises 
for the Ark Swift Primary 
Academy as well as extra fa¬ 
cilities for the Harmony 
Neighbourhood Nursery. 

Several partner organisa¬ 
tions are working to finalise 
the proposals, which also fea¬ 
ture an expanded community 
learning centre providing ed¬ 
ucation and training for 
adults. 

The hub will be known as 
EdCity and is expected to be 
up and running within three 
years. 

Jack Sallabank, project 


manager for the ambitious de¬ 
velopment, said: “EdCity is a 
groundbreaking project where 
organisations with a shared 
mission will collaborate to im¬ 
prove education standards in 
the local community, London 
and beyond.” 

Ark Swift and Harmony are 
leading the scheme, with sup¬ 
port from young people’s char¬ 
ity OnSide Youth Zones. 

New teaching facilities and 
extra playground space will be 
created for the primary 
school, while Harmony is set 
to increase its nursery capac¬ 
ity from 46 to 75 places. 

Alongside the revamped 
school buildings, OnSide 
wants to launch a series of 
sports, arts and music facili¬ 
ties for youngsters aged eight 
to 19. 

Community consultation 
events have been planned for 
next week to give local people 
the chance to comment on the 


proposals before a formal ap¬ 
plication is submitted to Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham coun¬ 
cil. 

Mr Sallabank said: “Our 
priority now is talking to the 
local community to gather 
feedback on the draft plans. 
We want to hear from as many 
people as possible and work 
with them to shape the pro¬ 
ject.” 

Project leaders say EdCity 
will also provide affordable 
workspace to be leased to 
charities and social enterprise 
groups with an educational fo¬ 
cus. 

Each organisation based on 
the site will be required to 
demonstrate its commitment 
to the White City community 
by offering mentoring and vol¬ 
unteering opportunities to 
open up routes into employ¬ 
ment and higher education. 

The draft plans also include 
new homes that will be offered 
to key workers in education 
as well as a pedestrian and cy¬ 
cle route between the White 
City estate and Dorando Close. 

Jason Marantz, principal at 
Ark Swift, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be working as part 
of the team to make EdCity re¬ 
ality. The project offers an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to invest 
in Ark Swift and its pupils, en¬ 
suring that it continues to im¬ 
prove and develop for years to 
come.” 

Jana Hassan, manager of 
Harmony Neighbourhood 
Nursery, said: “EdCity is a 
very ambitious project and we 
are excited about the new and 
expanded facilities that it will 
deliver for us, which will al¬ 
low us to offer our Ofsted-out- 
standing care and education 
to more children from the lo¬ 
cal community.” 

Project planners aim to sub¬ 
mit proposals to Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council 
early next year and construc¬ 
tion could begin in mid-2017. 

Consultation events are tak¬ 
ing place at the White City 
Community Centre on Friday 
between 4pm and 9pm, and at 
Ark Swift Primary Academy 
on Saturday between 10am 
and 4pm. 


.OCAL MP Greg Hands has 
confirmed that he will fight 
government colleagues over 
the expansion of Heathrow 
airport, writes Jack Dixon. 

The senior Conservative 
minister said he would con¬ 
tinue to oppose a third run¬ 
way - despite the 
Government’s decision to 
support the plans. 

Mr Hands will side with 
Foreign Secretary and for¬ 
mer London Mayor Boris 
Johnson along with several 
other Conservative MPs that 
have publically objected to 
the expansion bid. 

But he risks clashing with 
the Prime Minister Theresa 
May and other influential 
members of the Government 
over the highly controversial 
issue. 

Mr Hands, the parliamen¬ 
tary representative for 
Chelsea and Fulham, de¬ 
clared that an extra runway 
would “degrade quality of 
life” for people living in his 
constituency. 

“I know that this an¬ 
nouncement will come as a 
disappointment to many of 
my constituents in Chelsea 
and Fulham, as well as to 
those I campaigned with 
when I represented Hammer¬ 
smith as its MP,” he said. 

“However, I fully acknowl¬ 
edge the need to increase air¬ 


port capacity in the south 
east of England.” 

He added: “I should like to 
echo the words of my minis¬ 
terial colleagues in saying 
how grateful I am to the 
Prime Minister for allowing 
those of us who have long¬ 
standing concerns about ex¬ 
pansion at Heathrow to take 
a different view about the fu¬ 
ture of our airports. Accord¬ 
ingly, I shall continue 
representing the concerns of 
my constituents in Chelsea 
and Fulham in opposing the 
third runway at Heathrow. 
This Heathrow expansion 
will have a negative impact 
on Chelsea and Fulham 
through increased aircraft 
noise and other degradations 
to our quality of life.” 

Mr Hands’ stand against 
his own party will come as a 
further blow to the Govern¬ 
ment, which was rocked by 
the resignation of Richmond 
Park MP Zac Goldsmith fol¬ 
lowing the decision last 
month. But the Tory minis¬ 
ter - right-hand man to Liam 
Fox in the Department for In¬ 
ternational Trade - said the 
recommended six-and-a-half 
hour ban on scheduled night 
flights would “sweeten the 
overall blow a little”. 

While the Government has 
indicated its support for the 
Heathrow plan, there will be 


two further rounds of public 
consultation and a parlia¬ 
mentary vote before the go- 
ahead can finally be given. 

Some MPs have already 
speculated that the weight 
and complexity of likely legal 
challenges against the deci¬ 
sion will prevent the third 
runway from ever getting off 
the ground. 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter, another long¬ 
standing critic of Heathrow 
expansion, said: “The cur¬ 
rent two runways cause 28 
per cent of severe noise nui¬ 
sance created by all Euro¬ 
pean airports. A third will 
increase flight numbers by 
50 per cent and - importantly 
for Hammersmith residents 
who have previously escaped 
the worst noise - the align¬ 
ment is directly above Ham¬ 
mersmith and Shepherd’s 
Bush. These will be some of 
the worst affected areas.” 

Heathrow chief executive 
John Holland-Kaye wel¬ 
comed the Government’s an¬ 
nouncement last month and 
called for a united effort be¬ 
hind the airport’s expansion. 

He said: “A new runway 
will open trade routes and 
create jobs up and down the 
UK. Heathrow will play a key 
role in making our country 
stronger and fairer for every¬ 
one.”

LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
is being urged to fight for a 
better deal for the capital’s 
low-paid waitresses, bar staff 
and hotel workers - and has 
been warned that it is “bad 
business” for restaurants and 
cafes to pay peanuts. 

The London Assembly 
says it is “deeply concerned” 
about low pay in the hospi¬ 
tality industry and it has told 
the Mayor to encourage the 
industry to improve working 
conditions for its employees 
and to adopt conditions sim¬ 
ilar to New York - where 
room attendants get at least 
£16 an hour. 

During Living Wage Week, 
the Mayor recently an¬ 
nounced that the London Liv¬ 
ing Wage will rise by 35p to 
£9.75 per hour next year, but 
a recent survey revealed that 
more than 60 per cent of hos¬ 
pitality staff are underpaid. 

The Assembly called on 
the Mayor to undertake an 
evidence-led review of the 
benefits to the hospitality 
sector of paying the London 
Living Wage. 

Fiona Twycross, who pro¬ 
posed the motion said: “With 
London’s tourism industry a 
major contributor to our cap¬ 
ital’s economic success, it’s 
vital that hospitality workers 
are paid well and treated de¬ 
cently - but we know that too 
often this isn’t the case. 

“London faces increasing 
global competition for 
tourism, and we need to en¬ 
sure the sector retains and 
values its workers, including

those from the European 
Union. It’s not just the right 
thing to do, it is also simply 
bad business sense not to pay 
staff properly, particularly if 
that means high turnover 
costs. An evidence-led review 
from the Mayor of the kind 
we’re proposing should show 
the hospitality sector that it 
pays off to pay well.” 

The full text of the 
amended Motion is: “This As¬ 
sembly is deeply concerned 
by the low-pay and unethical 
practices that characterise 
large parts of London’s hos¬ 
pitality sector, with research 


undertaken by Unite the 
Union showing that 63 per 
cent of workers in hotels and 
restaurants are paid less 
than the London Living 
Wage. 

“The hospitality and 
tourism industry is an essen¬ 
tial component of London’s 
economy. More than 30 mil¬ 
lion UK and international 
tourists visited London in 
2015, contributing £15 billion 
to the U.K economy. 

“This Assembly notes that 
staff turnover costs hospital¬ 
ity employers in London £274 
million annually. This situa¬ 


tion is likely to be exacer¬ 
bated by the consequences of 
Brexit, with one in eight em¬ 
ployees in London coming 
from the European Economic 
Area, a third of which make 
up a third of employees in 
London’s accommodation 
and food services. 

“This Assembly believes 
that hotel chains operating in 


the capital have a social and 
moral responsibility to treat 
their workers ethically. That 
means paying staff a wage 
they can live on; providing 
safe, secure work and guar¬ 
anteed hours every week; 
and offering training, devel¬ 
opment, and career opportu¬ 
nities. Ethical treatment of 
staff leads to greater produc¬ 
tivity, staff retention and a 
more positive image to pro¬ 
mote, which translates in to 
significant savings for busi¬ 
ness. This Assembly calls on 
the Mayor to encourage the 
hospitality industry to im¬ 
prove conditions and pro¬ 
mote best practice similar to 
conditions in New York 
where room attendants re¬ 
ceive a pay of at least £16 per 
hour. 

“The Assembly also calls 
on the Mayor to undertake 
an evidence-led review of the 
financial benefits to the hos¬ 
pitality sector of paying the 
London Living Wage and pur¬ 
suing employment practices 
that encourage workers to re¬ 
main within the industry. 

The Assembly calls on the 
Mayor to encourage the Min¬ 
ister responsible for Her 
Majesty’s Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms, Damian Hinds MP, to 
engage with HM Revenue 
and Customs to ensure that 
the implementation of the 
minimum wage is proac¬ 
tively enforced.” 


Death probe: 
two arrests 

POLICE officers have made two 
further arrests as they step up an 
investigation in Shepherd's Bush. 

A Romanian man, 28-year-old 
lonut Lazar, died of gunshot 
wounds to the chest at a flat in 
Askew Road in the early hours of 
Saturday October 22. 

Met detectives have charged 
18-year-old Hanad Mohamed, of 
Parluant Road, Slough, with 
murder but also swooped on 
two other suspects. 

A 17-year-old boy was 
arrested on suspicion of murder 
on Thursday October 27 before 
being released without further 
action. 

On Sunday October 31, a 16- 
year-old boy was also arrested 
on suspicion of murder and later 
released on bail until a date in 
early December. 

Mr Lazar was found 
unconscious at the property 
after suffering wounds to the 
chest, police said. 

A post-mortem examination 
that took place at Fulham 
Mortuary confirmed a bullet 
wound had been the cause of 
death. 

Detectives from the Met's 
Homicide and Major Crime 
Command also revealed that Mr 
Lazar had only arrived in the 
country two days before his 
death.

Missed opportunity to save 
£12m on borough energy bills 


HOMEOWNERS in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham missed 
out on £12 million in lost sav¬ 
ings last year because they 
didn’t change their energy 
supplier, new figures reveal. 

Campaigners said tens of 
thousands of people living in 
the borough were on energy 
autopilot as they called for 
customers to reject spiralling 
bills. 

Energy regulator Ofgem 
advises that switching sup¬ 
plier could save the average 
customer around £300 a year. 

But a survey for the En¬ 
ergy Saving Trust has re¬ 
vealed that more than half of 
non-switchers incorrectly be¬ 
lieve they are already on the 
cheapest available tariff. 

In Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham, the trust found that 
more than 40,000 homeown¬ 
ers were likely to be paying 
over the odds for their en¬ 
ergy. 

The shock figures were re¬ 
vealed as part of Big Energy 


Saving Week - a nationwide 
campaign organised by the 
trust, Citizens Advice and 
the Department for Business, 
Energy and Industrial Strat¬ 
egy. Big Energy Saving Week 
ran from October 31 to 
November 6. 

Philip Sellwood, the trust’s 
chief executive, warned that 
customers are at risk of 
sleepwalking towards hefty 
charges. 

“Many bill payers in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham are 
missing out on substantial 
annual savings because they 
assume they are on the best 
tariff without checking,” he 
said. “Prices fluctuate every 
year, so by not switching and 
being on energy autopilot 
consumers may be sleep¬ 
walking towards having less 
money.” 

The Ipsos MORI survey 
asked 2,480 bill payers for in¬ 
formation about their energy 
habits. Its findings were used 
to estimate that a total of 


41,451 homeowners in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham may 
not be on the cheapest tariff 
- amounting to around £12 
million in missed savings. 

Ofgem research suggests 
that Londoners are the worst 
in the UK for playing the 
field when it comes to energy 
suppliers. 

Figures collected this year 
revealed that just 111 per cent 
of Londoners switched their 
gas supplier last year, with 
only 10.7 per cent changing 
their electricity provider. 
Both figures were signifi¬ 
cantly below the national av¬ 
erage. 

Gillian Guy, Citizens Ad¬ 
vice chief executive, said: 
“Switching gas and electric¬ 
ity can help people cut their 
bills. Checking their current 
tariff and comparing prices 
regularly means people can 
spot the best new deals and 
switch to a supplier that 
gives them the best value for 
money.”

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Barge master must pay 
£20k after rules breach 


A BARGE master who led the 
Lord Mayor’s Show was or¬ 
dered to pay more than £20,000 
for sailing his vessel without 
using safety equipment intro¬ 
duced to prevent another Mar¬ 
chioness disaster. 

The Thames Automatic 
Identifying System was intro¬ 
duced after the Marchioness 
disaster in 1989 in which 51 
people, including former Eng¬ 
land rugby captain Lawrence 
Dallaglio’s sister Francesca, 
drowned. 

It happened when a rubbish 
barge collided with a Thames 
party boat late at night near 
London’s Cannon Street. 

But Nicholas Beasley, mas¬ 
ter and owner of the Tidy 
Thames I, sailed his vessel 
along the Thames without the 
AIS equipment switched on 
because he knew he was not 
allowed to work on the river. 

The 37-year-old was accused 
of deliberately turning off the 
AIS signal when he went from 
his mooring near Tower 
Bridge to pick up four tanks of 
waste oil from a bottle bank at 
Tatter shall Castle near Victo¬ 
ria Embankment on December 
3 2015. 

His licence to use his vessel 
for business purposes had ex¬ 
pired four days earlier after 
repeated extensions from the 
Port of London Authority 
since January 2015 to go to dry 
dock to undertake repairs. 

Oliver Powell, prosecuting, 


told Hammersmith Magis¬ 
trates’ Court: “The Port of Lon¬ 
don authority were clearly 
being reasonable when they 
gave a 10-month extension to 
Mr Beasley. 

“The AIS is an incredibly 
important part of navigating 
on the Thames. It was one of 
the initiatives brought in after 
the Marchioness disaster so 
vessels on busy shipping lanes 
can avoid one another. 

“So to deliberately turn it 
off is a serious matter and it 
was turned off because the op¬ 
erator knew his licence had 
expired and he was trying to 
go undetected on this commer¬ 
cial voyage to the bottle bank.” 

Beasley denied breaking 
three bylaws relating to his 
failure to use the correct 
equipment and failing to com¬ 
ply with directions by the 
PLA, as well as one charge 
against the company, Thames 
Gateway Marine Ltd, of navi¬ 
gating without a licence. 

Beasley said the PLA had 
not issued a special direction 
when he was emailed on 
November 13 and that there 
was a fault with the signalling 
equipment. 

He said marine surveyor 
Jason Rudd did not have the 
authority to ban the Tidy 
Thames I on behalf of the PLA 
and the vessel was not being 
used for commercial purposes. 

But District Judge Kenneth 
Grant found Beasley guilty 


and said: “It’s clear to me that 
Mr Rudd did have sufficient 
authority and it is proved to 
my satisfaction after having 
been referred to the relevant 
statutory guidelines. It also ap¬ 
pears that vessel was being 
used as a commercial vehicle. 
I’m satisfied at the time this 
was the case given the obser¬ 
vations of the cargo. 

“My problem with this is 
that you haven’t given evi¬ 
dence. If you had pleaded 
guilty to these offences you 
could have saved yourself a 
huge amount of costs. I don’t 
know why you didn’t do that.” 

Beasley, who is said to have 
a turnover of between £180,000 
and £200,000, was fined £1,500 
for not having a working AIS 
and £1,000 for not having a li¬ 
cence. 

He was also fined £1,250 for 
breaching the special direc¬ 
tion which extended his li¬ 
cence to get repair work done. 

He was ordered to pay costs 
of £16,750 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £340. 

Beasley, who defended him¬ 
self in court, said: “We felt it 
was unnecessary to prosecute. 

“We believe there was per¬ 
sonal grudges by two of the 
witnesses. We’ve had run-ins 
with them before and we be¬ 
lieve you will never see a case 
like it. The company will 
likely go into liquidation with 
these costs that I will have to 
pay. I have three children.”

Driver ‘fled after hitting church’ 


A COMPANY director smashed 
his top-of-the-range Porsche 
into a Grade II listed church in 
Knightsbridge before fleeing 
the scene, a court heard. 

Nirav Kapoor, 22, is alleged 
to have lost control of the 
high-powered Porsche 997 on 
a bend before mounting the 
pavement at 4am. 

The car ploughed into the 
Grade II listed St Columba's 
Church of Scotland, built in 
the 1950s, and then the steps 
to a £4 million six-storey red 
Knightsbridge town house, it 
was said. 

Kapoor and two passengers 
then fled on foot but the crash 
was caught on a dashcam of 
another vehicle. 

Kapoor appeared before 
Hammersmith Magistrates' 
Court to deny dangerous 
driving on Pont Street on 
October 15. 

However, Kapoor - who 


lives in a £3 million 
Kensington mews house - 
admitted the lesser charge of 
careless driving. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
failing to report the accident 
to police, and driving without 
a licence or insurance. 

Kapoor is the director of 
Jaipur Bloodstock 
Management Ltd, and was 
formally appointed director of 
now-dissolved Arth 
Consultancy Ltd when aged 
19 . 

Prosecutor Maureen 
Spencer told the court: "The 
incident took place in the 
early hours of the morning, at 
around 4am, in Pont Street. 

"The incident was not 
captured by live witnesses but 
a dashcam from another 
vehicle shows Mr Kapoor 
driving on to the pavement 
and also crashing into 69 Pont 
Street, damaging the Porsche 


he was driving. He is then 
seen getting out of the vehicle 
with two other people, who 
then leave the scene." 

Kapoor's plea to the lesser 
charge was not accepted and 
he will face trial in the new 
year. He was charged with 
driving the 2008 Porsche 997, 
which can sell for up to 
£45,000, dangerously on 
October 15, causing damage 
to the church and steps of the 
building next door, failing to 
report the accident to police 
and driving without a licence 
or insurance. 

Kapoor spoke only to 
confirm his name and enter 
his pleas. 

At his home after the 
hearing, Kapoor refused to 
answer any questions. 

Kapoor, of Jay Mews, 
Kensington, was released on 
unconditional bail until 
January. 
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Fight to rebuild the Carlton 
Tavern mirrored in Australia 


THEY may be over 10,000 miles apart but the 
Carlton Inn and the Carlton Tavern have one 
thing in common, both were illegitimately de¬ 
molished by developers. 

The Carlton Inn, a historic Melbourne pub, 
was knocked down on October 15 and Aus¬ 
tralian authorities are now compelling the 
site’s owners to rebuild the pub. 

The story remarkably mirrors the Carlton 
Tavern in Westminster, which was demol¬ 
ished in April 2015 in breach of the council’s 
planning decision and in spite of the fact it 
was being considered for Grade II listing. 

The council served an enforcement notice 
to the developers, CLTX Ltd, requiring the 
rebuilding of the popular community pub 
“brick by brick”. 

The Carlton Tavern is now required to be 
rebuilt following a ruling by the Planning In¬ 
spectorate and it appears that the precedent 
set is reaching far and wide. 

The State of Victoria’s Minister for Plan¬ 
ning, Richard Wynne said: "I first heard about 
the Carlton in Westminster when people 
started sending me news clips, suggesting the 
same rebuild order should be levelled at the 
owners of our own Carlton pub. 

"Australians and the English have a shared 
love of their history - and their pubs. 

"Rebuild orders for two Carlton pubs in sep¬ 
arate hemispheres serve as a warning, people 
will not stand for illegal demolition of their 
history." 

Cllr Robert Davis MBE DL, Westminster 
City Council Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for the Built Environment, said: “It 
is truly extraordinary that the local Westmin¬ 
ster campaign to get the Carlton Tavern re-

built brick-by-brick has had such a far reach¬ 
ing impact. 

“Our colleagues in Melbourne deserve a 
huge amount of credit - they have set a clear 
precedent that communities will not stand 
for this kind of scandalous act. 

“I hope that when both of these historic pubs 
are rebuilt they will stand as a symbol for 
the power of local communities to stand up 
for the special heritage of their much-loved 
public houses.”

All Stars Sports Club of the Year 


THE London All Stars Wheelchair Basket¬ 
ball Team has won the Community Sports 
Club of the Year Award at the Lord’s Tav¬ 
erners Sporting Chance Awards held at 
Guildhall. 

This was the second occasion the UK’s 
leading youth cricket and disability sports 
charity has hosted the awards, which cele¬ 
brate the achievements of young disadvan¬ 
taged and disabled people who have refused 
to be defined by their circumstances and 
who have excelled at their chosen sports. 

The awards also recognise the invaluable 
contributions of some of the people behind 
the scenes, the organisers and coaches, par¬ 
ents, carers and supporters. Special guests 
in attendance included three Paralympic 
medallists, wheelchair tennis players Alfie 


Hewett and Jordanne Whiley, and swimmer 
Ellie Simmonds. 

The All Stars were chosen because locally 
there was a lack of opportunities for young 
disabled people to access sport. A club was 
developed in 2014 with the objective of pro¬ 
viding members with life skills such as con¬ 
fidence, team work, punctuality, atten¬ 
dance, communication skills, health 
awareness as well as learning skills asso¬ 
ciated with sport. 

They now operate an U15 and U19 team 
each of which are entering a number of na¬ 
tional competitions and currently ranked

In an exclusive interview for our 
appeal, reporter Jack Dixon meets 
psychoanalyst Dorothee Bonnigal-Katz, who 
has aspirations to launch a pioneering new 
therapy service for south Londoners in crisis

H allucinations, illu¬ 
sions, hearing voices. 
For most people 
these things are the 
stuff of fantasy. But 
for those living with 
psychotic conditions, such 
symptoms can become a part 
of everyday life. 

In these complex cases, the 
same standard treatments 
won’t necessarily work for 
everyone - and mental health 
practitioners face a constant 
challenge to find the right 
form of therapy for each indi¬ 
vidual. 

Communication is key, 
says Dorothee Bonnigal-Katz, 
whose pioneering approach 
to psychosis therapy could 
soon start to change lives in 
south London. 

“We work with people on 
the basis of their experience, 
not their symptoms or be¬ 
haviour,” she says. “We focus 
on what they tell us and take 
it on board critically and non- 
judgementally.” 

For the last four years, 
Dorothee has been leading an 
important psychosis therapy 
project in north London 
through Islington Mind. 

It aims to promote and de¬ 
velop long-term, individualis¬ 
tic forms of treatment for 
people with psychotic diag¬ 
noses. 

Dorothee, 47, and a team of 
15 other trained experts, 


work mainly with paranoid 
schizophrenics and people 
who have bipolar disorder. 

Crucially, they offer open- 
ended, talk-based therapies 
that are carefully designed so 
as to avoid the pitfalls of la¬ 
belling and rejection. 

Having seen impressive re¬ 
sults in Islington, Dorothee is 
now working with Lambeth 
and Southwark Mind to ex¬ 
plore options for a similar 
service in south London. 

“I think it’s something that 
would be great because the 
needs in this area are very 
high but the provision for 
this profile of client is quite 
limited. Psychotherapy is not 
really something that’s on 
offer. 

“All the people in mental 
health services in south Lon¬ 
don that I’ve spoken to are 
quite open to the idea of our 
interventions because they 
find themselves with people 
who need more than what 
they are getting at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

Currently, says Dorothee, 
there is too strong a focus on 
medication, and individuals 
who experience hallucina¬ 
tions and other psychotic 
symptoms can only expect up 
to 12 weeks of cognitive be¬ 
havioural therapy from statu¬ 
tory service providers. 

Her approach is to be less 
restrictive, offering an open-

ended number of sessions to 
help clients feel more com¬ 
fortable in a therapeutic set¬ 
ting. 

People should have access 
to therapy for long periods of 
time because, especially with 
psychosis, things are very 
slow and you need a perma¬ 
nence or steadiness in the 
work that you offer for peo¬ 
ple to be able to benefit. 

“Time-limited work can 
be helpful in some ways - 
but it’s just not enough.” 

Dorothee says the ap¬ 
proach is directly tackling 
the stigmatisation of men¬ 
tal health issues by not 
treating the client as a pa¬ 
tient who must be cured, 
but as a unique individual 


with a whole new perspective 
on the world. 

“We don’t have the sense 
that, for example, a delusion 
is a delusion so you shouldn’t 
talk about it because it’s not 
reality. On the contrary, we 
really engage with the 
client’s view of the world. 

“This might not be what 
people refer to as a ‘normal’ 
take on things. But actually, 
if you spend enough time 
talking to people and listen¬ 
ing to them, you find that 
what is labelled as ‘madness’ 
or ‘illness’ is in fact a re¬ 
sponse to an environment 
and an attempt to make sense 
of it, which is pretty rational. 
It is their way of coping with 
experiences that can be very 
overwhelming.” 

She says the client is the 
one who is “in the know” and 
must “guide” the therapist. 

“It can be very helpful be¬ 
cause people then feel that in¬ 
stead of being judged, 
rejected, pathologised, la¬ 
belled and overmedicated, 
there is some validity that is 
given to their experience by 
someone who listens, be¬ 
lieves and understands - or 
attempts to understand.” 

Dorothee is originally from 
Paris and trained as an En¬ 
glish teacher before moving 
to the UK 10 years ago to fur¬ 
ther her work in the mental 
health field. 

A regular contributor and 
translator for academic jour¬ 
nals, she has written several 
authoritative books on the 
subject of psychoanalysis. 

She runs a private practice 
in Leamington Spa, Warwick¬ 
shire, but commutes regu¬ 
larly to London to work on 
the psychosis therapy pro¬ 
ject. 

Accessing funding to con¬ 
tinue the project is a constant 
challenge, despite its success¬ 
ful results over the last four 
years. 

It has grown, she says, from 
a session-based service to a 
flourishing community of 
users who support each other 
during their treatment. 

“People will come for their 
session but there is also a 
time to drop in, so people can 
come earlier or leave later. 
They can hang out together 
and share food - it goes be¬ 
yond the actual session. 

“That element has been 
very important, I think, in 
making the project success¬ 
ful.” 

A similar psychosis ther¬ 
apy service in south London 
will require financial support 
for Lambeth and Southwark 
Mind. But Dorothee is opti¬ 
mistic looking ahead. 

“It’s worked out really well 
in terms of clinical results. 
We now have about 16 thera¬ 
pists working in Islington on 
a regular basis with a 
caseload of about 30 people. 
But it’s growing, so it’s really 
been a very successful project 
from a therapeutic perspec¬ 
tive. 

“I really believe in the ben¬ 
efits of talk therapy for people 
with this profile. I think it 
would be highly beneficial in 
south London. 

“Of course, we will need to 
secure some funding so that 
we can make things happen 
but in terms of the discus¬ 
sions we have had so far I am 
actually quite encouraged 
and things are looking 
promising.” 
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People who say that they can 
hear voices must have a mental 
health problem, right? Wrong 


People have many different experiences of 
hearing voices. Some can learn to live 
quite comfortably but others find them 
distracting and possibly frightening. 

There are lots of reasons why people 
might hear voices. Sometimes they can be 
heard immediately before or after sleep, 
when the brain is partly in a dream state. 

But other factors like tiredness, hunger 
or simply being ill can make people hear 
strange things. 

In more complex cases, bereavement or 
abuse can lead to trauma-induced 
experiences, while those who have 
psychosis, schizophrenia, bipolar disorder 
or severe depression may also hear voices. 

It’s a common assumption that anyone 
who hears voices must have a mental 
health problem. But Mind research has 
shown that this is a normal human 
experience. Lots of people hear voices - 
and most of them are not mentally ill. 

Katie sometimes hears voices during 
periods of extreme mood, when she’s 
either very high - manic - or very low. 



W W During mania, the 
m m voices can be com- 
forting. I have many 

ideas racing through 

my head during a 
manic phase and the 
voices I hear add to the jumble. 
They give me ideas and fill me with 
confidence that then elevates my 
mood further. 

I often speak out loud to them and 
they reply very audibly, as if they 
were in the room with me. I remem¬ 
ber instances when I’d been in my 
bedroom alone and I would run 
downstairs extremely excited, like I 
had just spoken to a friend on the 
telephone who I hadn’t seen for a 
while. 

Sometimes I might make a joke 
that no one understands but me and 
the voices, or laughed out loud for 
seemingly no reason. 

The voices have become my 
friends and I think I would miss 
them if they were gone. If my mood 
becomes very elevated I know they 
will be there and I look forward to 
hearing them. 

When I’m severely depressed I’ve 



heard screaming and shouting in 
my head. It’s often incoherent with 
a few words and sentences scattered 
about, and all of it incredibly loud. 
The loudness of it all makes it an ex¬ 
tremely intense experience, like 
being at the cinema with the sound 
booming all around you. 

The worst part of this is not know¬ 
ing how long it will go on for, and 
knowing I can’t escape it. 

It frightens me immensely. I’ve 
found myself covering my ears to 
escape the noise. I’ve curled into a 
ball and cried on the floor or in bed 
as the screaming continues. 


When I was younger I thought 
having someone who talked to me 
in my head was normal. I know peo¬ 
ple have conversations out loud to 
think through a problem, but the 
difference is they know exactly 
what the next sentence is going to 
be. 

As I’ve got older I’ve realised that 
my experiences are not the same. 
Now I find it embarrassing and I 
don’t like discussing it with anyone. 

I felt that if I told anyone about 
the screaming and shouting they 
would think I was disturbed and 
crazy.

At the moment I am taking lamot- 
rigine, an anticonvulsant, and arip- 
iprazole, an antipsychotic. 

They have helped balance my 
moods, giving me stability. It’s not 
perfect, and I still have manic and 
depressed phases

Labour Party grandee and local MP 
Harriet Harman threw her support be¬ 
hind our Change Is Possible cam¬ 
paign this week, praising the South 
London Press and Lambeth and South¬ 
wark Mind for challenging the stigma 
around mental health.

But as one in four 
of us will suffer from this in our lives, 
we all know someone living with a 
mental health problem.” 

In a rallying call to our readers, she 
added: “That’s why I am supporting 
the South London Press Change Is 
Possible campaign, which is doing 
vital work to challenge the stigma and 
taboo surrounding mental health and 
to raise funds for Lambeth and South¬ 
wark Mind’s work in our local com¬ 
munity. 

“Let’s get behind them and help 
build a society where everybody who 
is unwell, be it with physical or men¬ 
tal illness, can access the help and sup¬ 
port they need.” 

Ms Harman’s endorsement comes 
after six of our other local MPs threw 
their weight behind our appeal last 
week.

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‘No more cuts to fire service’ says report 

INDEPENDENT REVIEW SAYS LONDONERS MUST BE KEPT SAFE IN THE FACE OF TERRORIST THREAT

NO further cuts should be made to the London 
Fire Brigade because of the threat of terrorist 
attacks, an independent review of the service 
has concluded. 

The review, commissioned by Mayor of Lon¬ 
don Sadiq Khan and conducted by the former 
Chief Executive of the Greater London Author¬ 
ity Anthony Mayer, argues that no more cuts 
can be made if London is to kept safe. 

Mayer was tasked with investigating whether 
the Fire Brigade needs any additional resources 
now or in the future, and its ability to effectively 
manage civil contingencies such as a flood or 
terror attack. 

Mayer found that, despite reductions to front¬ 
line services including the closure of 10 fire sta¬ 
tions, the removal of 27 fire appliances and over 
500 firefighter posts in order to make required 
savings of £100 million, the London Fire Brigade 
has performed well and the Brigade has contin¬ 
ued to hit its target of the first appliance being 
on the scene of an incident within an average of 
six minutes in nearly all of the capital’s bor¬ 
oughs. 

With funding under the current bud¬ 
get due to be reduced by a further £23.5 
million over the next three years, 

Mayer has warned that any cuts in ad¬ 
dition to this would have an impact on 
the service. 

“They would particularly affect its 
capacity to manage new challenges 
and major incidents where the Fire 
Brigade needs to co-respond with am¬ 
bulance services, including major 
health emergencies or terrorist at¬ 
tacks,” said a City Hall spokesman. 

Anthony Mayer’s report will now 
help inform the next London Safety 


Plan, the first led by the new Mayor. His rec¬ 
ommendations include: 

• Continual monitoring of performance data 
so that any negative impacts from 
cuts can be addressed. 

• Considering options for re¬ 
housing some second appli¬ 
ances at different stations, to 
help improve second appliance 
response times. 

• Assessing the resources 
needed to improve fire cover 
and second fire engine re¬ 
sponse times in higher risk 
areas. 

• Asking the London Fire 
Commissioner to propose tar-

get response times for aerial appliances and 
fire rescue units, rather than just fire engines. 
• Ring-fencing funds to expand fire rescue 
unit capacity to tackle high-impact major inci¬ 
dents. 

Mr Mayer said: “London Fire Brigade con¬ 
tinues to do an excellent job at keeping Lon¬ 
doners safe and reducing fires across the 
capital. In the face of significant funding re¬ 
ductions, it has not faltered but implemented 
a number of sensible and successful adapta¬ 
tions. 

“Nevertheless, it is important that the cur¬ 
rent budget gap is not allowed to widen fur¬ 
ther. The service must continue to evolve and 
adjust to future challenges. 

“Ring-fencing funds for potential major inci¬ 
dents and re-housing second appliances could 
make a big difference to the Brigade’s ability 


to maintain its readiness and resources to pro¬ 
tect the capital, whatever the future may hold.” 

The Mayor said: “Keeping Londoners safe is 
my top priority, and I wanted to be assured that 
our capital’s fire service has the resources it 
needs to cope in the event of a fire or a major 
emergency. 

“I am encouraged to see that despite heavy 
cuts, the London Fire Brigade continues to do a 
fantastic job. 

“However, we cannot be complacent. I will be 
carefully considering these recommendations 
and doing everything in my power to ensure 
that every step is taken to keep London as pre¬ 
pared and safe as possible.” 

London Fire Commissioner Ron Dobson said: 
“While this report confirms that we continue to 
meet our London wide attendance time targets; 
it also stresses the importance of constantly re¬ 
viewing the resource we have in place so that 
the Brigade continually adapts to the needs of 
London. 

“We agree with this and we carefully and reg¬ 
ularly scrutinise our response times and trends 
in incident data as a key part of our resource 
planning. We are also currently in the process 
of putting together our next London Safety Plan 
and this report’s findings will contribute to that 
process. The plan will be open to public consul¬ 
tation in November ” 

Fiona Twycross, Chair of the London Fire and 
Emergency Planning Authority added: “The 
London Fire Brigade saw the most significant 
cuts in its history under Boris Johnson. 

“It is only because of the campaigning of ex¬ 
perts, Labour members of the Fire Authority, 
the unions and the London Assembly that these 
cuts weren’t as severe as the former Mayor had 
originally envisaged. 

“I am particularly pleased that the report 
recognises the professionalism of staff who de¬ 
liver our fire service and who risk their lives to 
protect Londoners on a daily basis.”

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Eugenie - It’s everyone’s duty to 
support anti-slavery campaign 



Princess Eugenie says 
she is shocked that 
slavery is on our 
doorstep in London 


O F all of the many 
causes that the Royal 
Family have put their 
names to, the new 
campaign of Princess 
Eugenie is possibly 
the most important in London right 
now. 

Because the medieval wickedness 
she is fighting beggars belief, it is as 
shocking and barely credible as it 
would be to discover that in parts of 
Belgravia little boys are still being 
forced up chimneys to clean them. 

When we think of slavery we do 
not immediately think of modern-day 
London - our mind goes to stolen 
Africans put aboard ships to be trans¬ 
ported in chains to the New World for 
a lifetime of tears and suffering. 

But right now there are slaves en¬ 
during horrendous hardship behind 
locked doors within a mile of Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. Smack in the centre 
of the self-proclaimed greatest city on 
Earth, there are hundreds if not thou¬ 
sands of slaves. 

What is just as shocking is that 
there are more slaves in the world 
today than there were when slavery 
was abolished. Estimates range from 
21 million to almost 50 million en¬ 
slaved, with the United Nations say¬ 
ing it’s around about 30 million. The 
2016 Global Slavery Index puts the 
number at 45.8 million. 

Almost 60 per cent of the world’s 
slaves are kept in five countries - 
India, China, Pakistan, Bangladesh 
and Uzbekistan. India is said to have 
the most slaves, around 18 million. 

But while many may not be sur¬ 
prised to learn that non-Western 
countries account for most of the 
slave trade - a “business” worth bil¬ 
lions - London and the rest of the UK 
shares the shame too. 

The Home Office estimates that 
there are between 10,000 and 13,000, 
possibly more, slaves in the UK right 
now, forced to work as prostitutes 
and maids and in sweatshops. 

Princess Eugenie is determined to 
do something about this. She has 
teamed up with The Salvation Army 
to front a nationwide appeal for peo¬ 
ple to start looking out for the slaves 
in our midst - because they are all 
around us. 

“I didn’t know that the issue of 
slavery exists within even a mile of 
where I live. That is so shocking, that 
it’s on our own doorstep,” says the 
princess, who has promised that 
modern slavery is “something that 
I’m definitely going to shout about”. 

Having such a high-profile sup¬ 
porter for the campaign to confront 
this hidden horror is a blessing to the 
many charities which struggle to get 
us to comprehend the enormity of the 
problem - which is getting worse. 

“In the UK in 2015, 3,266 people 
were identified as potential victims 
of trafficking. This is a 40 per cent in¬ 
crease on 2014 figures,” reports anti¬ 
slavery group Unseen. 

“Of the 3,266 potential victims of 
trafficking identified in 2015, 982 of 
these were children.” 

Right here, in this city, right now, 
there are children who are being kept 
as slaves. 

“No-one knows that it is going on 
as much as it is,” said the princess. 

“There are more slaves now than 
there were in William Wilberforce’s 
time - it’s a huge problem.” 

The Salvation Army said: “Slavery 
was abolished in 1838, so why do we 
still see it today? We have seen a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number of vic¬ 


tims of modern slavery who enter 
our care. In the last year, we sup¬ 
ported more than 2,000 victims of 
modern slavery in England and 
Wales.” 

Perhaps more shocking is the fact 
that, according to Anti-Slavery Inter¬ 
national, a number of the slaves in 
London are not trafficked here from 
abroad - they are British slaves. 

“More that 3,000 people, including 
nearly 1,000 children, were referred 
to British authorities as potential vic¬ 
tims of slavery in 2015,” said a 
spokesman for the charity. “The most 
common countries of origin were Al¬ 
bania, Nigeria and Vietnam. How¬ 
ever, there was also a significant 
number of British nationals referred 
as potential victims, which put the 
UK as the fifth most common country 
of origin for referrals. 

“Forced labour is the most com¬ 
mon purpose of trafficking in indus¬ 
tries such as agriculture, 
construction and hospitality. A sig¬ 
nificant portion of people, the vast 
majority of whom are women and 
girls, are trafficked for sexual ex¬ 
ploitation. Many, mostly women and 
girls, end up in domestic slavery and 
others, especially the children, are 
being forced into criminal activities 
such as cannabis production, petty 
thefts and begging. And only one per 
cent of victims of slavery have a 
chance to see their exploiter brought 
to justice.” 

But Princess Eugenie is deter¬ 
mined to change that. Having gone to 
Salvation Army safe houses where 
rescued slaves are protected against 
the gang-masters, and talked to 
women who have clearly been 
through hell, now she aims to recruit 
the eyes and ears of London to the 
new drive for a city-wide watch for 
those who suffer enslavement. 

“I think it’s everyone’s opportu¬ 
nity and duty to #askthequestion and 
to support this campaign in any way 
possible,” she said. 


#askthequestion is the slogan for 
The Salvation Army’s campaign to 
not only raise awareness that there 
are slaves among us but also for the 
public to “look at the businesses and 
services providing the products you 
use every day, and ask the question, 
is this slave-free?”. 

The Salvation Army said: “Adult 
victims are trafficked all over the 
world for little or no money - includ¬ 
ing to and within the UK. They can 
be forced to work in the sex trade, do¬ 
mestic service, forced labour and 
criminal activity or have their or¬ 
gans removed to be sold. 

“There is no typical victim and 
some victims don’t understand they 
have been exploited and are entitled 
to help and support. Victims are 
often trafficked to a foreign country 
where they can’t speak the language, 
have their travel and identity docu¬ 
ments removed, and are told that if 
they try to attempt an escape, they or 
their families will be harmed.” 

There are ways of identifying vic¬ 
tims: 

• Is the victim in possession of a 
passport, identification or travel doc¬ 
uments? Are these documents in pos¬ 
session of someone else? 

• Does the victim act as if they were 
instructed or coached by someone 
else? Do they allow others to speak 
for them when spoken to directly? 

• Was the victim recruited for one 
purpose and forced to engage in some 
other job? Was their transport paid 
for by facilitators, whom they must 
pay back through providing ser¬ 
vices? 

• Does the victim receive little or no 
payment for their work? Is someone 
else in control of their earnings? 

• Was the victim forced to perform 
sexual acts? 

• Does the victim have freedom of 
movement? 

• Has the victim or family been 
threatened with harm if the victim 
attempts to escape? 


• Is the victim under the impression 
they are bonded by debt, or in a situ¬ 
ation of dependence? 

• Has the victim been harmed or de¬ 
prived of food, water, sleep, medical 
care or other life necessities? 

• Can the victim freely contact 
friends or family? Do they have lim¬ 
ited social interaction or contact with 
people outside their immediate envi¬ 
ronment? 

The Salvation Army said: “What 
you can do is to report something 
suspicious you spot to police or other 
authorities - it could be at a house in 
your street where suddenly large 
numbers of young women have been 
moved in and which then receives 
visitors all times of day and night; a 
cafe, nail bar or car wash where 
workers seem reticent to engage, not 
appropriately dressed for their work 
or increasingly ill-fed and unkempt.” 

Princess Eugenie said: “Raising 
awareness is such a huge part of 
tackling modern slavery, because no- 
one knows it’s going on as much as it 
is. But everyone can do their part to 
try and effect change.” 

The Salvation Army said: “We 
want the public to feel empowered 
that they can do something by help¬ 
ing them to spot the signs of modern 
slavery in their community and by 
taking part in #askthequestion - a 
simple initiative through which peo¬ 
ple can ask the businesses or services 
they use ‘Is this slave-free?’. 

“Our research revealed that a dis¬ 
appointing 80 per cent of those sur¬ 
veyed were not aware that big 
businesses in the UK are now legally 
obligated under the Modern Slavery 
Act 2015 to tell people what they are 
doing to make sure they and their 
suppliers don’t use slave labour. Fur¬ 
ther to this, a third of respondents do 
not think that businesses are doing 
enough to ensure people are not 
being used as slaves in their organi¬ 
sations and supply chains. 

“According to the Business & 


Human Rights Resource Centre, just 
over 700 businesses have so far iden¬ 
tified themselves as having complied 
with the Modern Slavery Act 2015, by 
displaying a statement addressing 
their actions to combat slavery and 
human trafficking within their busi¬ 
ness or an admission that this is 
something with which they so far 
have failed to comply.” 

Anne Read, director of anti-traf- 
ficking and modern slavery at The 
Salvation Army, said: “This data 
shows that UK businesses are falling 
far short of what is needed to ensure 
the slave-free Britain that govern¬ 
ment, police, NGOs and other stake¬ 
holders in the sector are calling for. 

“It’s clear from our own research 
that consumers don’t yet feel empow¬ 
ered to use public pressure so they 
can influence companies to step up to 
their responsibilities under the Mod¬ 
ern Slavery Act 2015. 

“However, everyone can make a 
difference - just by asking companies 
to tell them what they are doing to 
ensure their supply chains are slave- 
free means we can encourage all UK 
businesses to take responsibility for 
helping us stamp out modern slavery 
for good. 

“The people we support have been 
tricked, lied to, trapped, threatened, 
traded and abused. Frequently they 
arrive at a safe house with no belong¬ 
ings or documents, untreated health 
problems and injuries, often as a di¬ 
rect result of being trafficked, and 
are often extremely traumatised. 

“We believe the public will want to 
help when they realise there are two 
simple things they can do to make a 
change. 

“The first is learning to recognise 
the signs that something might be 
modern slavery and reporting it. The 
second is looking more closely at 
businesses and services you use and 
asking them if they’re taking enough 
responsibility to ensure their supply 
chains are slave-free.” 
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W HEN the Duke of 

Edinburgh leads the 
salute at the Field Of 
Remembrance at 
Westminster Abbey on 
Thursday, it will herald a 
rethink on remembering. 

For decades, Remembrance Day and the 
Poppy Appeals have generally been focused 
on those who were lost in the two world 
wars, the generations sacrificed in the 
slaughter of the fights against threats to free¬ 
dom. 

But this year the Royal British Legion is 
spearheading a drive to also remember the 
others who have died or been injured since 
the end of the Second World War. 

For there have been other wars and con¬ 
flicts, including in Palestine, Malaya, the 
Yangtze, Korea, the Canal Zone, Kenya, 
Cyprus, Suez, the Arabian Peninsula, the 
Congo, Brunei, Borneo, Radfan, South Ara¬ 
bia, the Malay Peninsula, Northern Ireland, 
Dhofar, Rhodesia, the Falklands, Iraq, Cam¬ 
bodia, the Balkans, Sierra Leone, 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Libya. 

Since the end of the Second World War, 
more than 7,000 UK Armed Forces personnel 
have died as a result of operations in what 
the Ministry of Defence calls medal-earning 
theatres. 

We perhaps forget that UK Armed Forces 
suffered the loss of 1,443 lives in Malaya be¬ 
tween June 16 1948 and July 31 1960, that 
1,441 personnel died in Northern Ireland be¬ 
tween August 14 1969 and July 31 2007 and 
that 1,129 died in the United Nations-led cam¬ 
paign in Korea between June 27 1950 and 
July 27 1954. 

“While it is important that the conflicts of 
the First and Second World Wars and those 
who served in them will always be remem¬ 
bered, the legion is urging the public to 
recognise the service and sacrifice made 
across all generations of the British Armed 
Forces including the most recent conflicts,” 
said the legion, which has erected a video in¬ 
stallation near St Paul’s to tell the stories of 
the younger community of the Armed 
Forces. 

In each of four films, a story of conflict or 
injury is told through the eyes of a Second 
World War veteran. But at the end a twist is 
revealed, urging people to rethink remem¬ 
brance. 

A survey, commissioned by the legion, of 
1,000 adults, showed that the public most 
commonly associate remembrance, the 
poppy and the legion’s work with the First 
and Second World Wars and elderly veterans. 

Just over a third of those surveyed identi¬ 
fied remembrance with thinking about those 
who are currently serving. But now the Le¬ 
gion hopes that will change. 

“Individuals and families from across the 
generations of our Armed Forces community 
need the legion’s support, as well as our 
older veterans,” said the legion’s director of 
fundraising Claire Rowcliffe. 

“When you pin on your poppy, or pause to 
remember, we’re inviting you to rethink re¬ 
membrance and rethink who it is you pic¬ 
ture when you think of a veteran. 

“The legion’s vital work wouldn’t be possi¬ 
ble without the public’s generous support, 
and we hope through our campaign this year 
we will help people understand who they are 
supporting when they donate. 

“Please wear your poppy with pride in 
recognition of all generations of the British 
Armed Forces who have served to defend the 
freedom we enjoy today.” 

The story of one such serviceman, Welsh 
Guardsman Stewart Harris, has been chosen 
by the legion to highlight the new campaign. 

Before he was even 18, Stewart was serv¬ 
ing with the Welsh Guards in Bosnia. After 
that, he was sent to Iraq. And then, after be¬ 
coming a father for a second time, he was 
sent to Afghanistan. 

“On July 1 2012 we went on a late-after- 
noon patrol,” he recalled. “We had a team of 
eight as we were undermanned at the time, 
and four lads went into the compound while 
I and three others waited outside. 

“We then heard a gun blast, and it became 
apparent that there was only one guy waiting 
in the compound. He was dressed as an

Afghan policeman but he was a Taliban 
fighter, and he’d shot and killed three of our 
guys and severely injured our platoon com¬ 
mander. 

“At this time, we didn’t know if the lads 
were dead or not. We were giving them first 
aid and got them on the chopper to Camp 
Bastion. 

“But when we got back to a safe location 
we found out that they’d all been pronounced 
dead on arrival at Bastion.” 

Despite this blow to their team, they still 
had a job to carry out. But things weren’t 
going so well any more. Stewart and his team 
started getting sent into traps by the locals. 

They were travelling down the 611, the 
main road that went through Sangin to Ka- 
jaki, when an IED went off under their vehi¬ 
cle. 

Stewart was flown back to the UK with 
damaged frontal, temporal and optical lobes. 

He said: “The doctor told me ‘You’re going 
to be deaf in your right ear and partially in 
your left. We should be able to get you some 
sight back in your left eye with some 
steroids, and when the IED went off your 
legs clapped together and shot your testicles 
up into your stomach’.” 

It was a long period of recovery for Stew¬ 
art. But he found that as he got better physi¬ 
cally he became worse mentally. He was 
shouting at the kids and arguing with his 
wife. 

He said: “I was asking my wife to leave 
me. I was massively negative to be around at 
the time but I didn’t realise it. I felt like I was 
in a massive amount of pain. 

“I was too scared to sleep because I was 
having nightmares that were so frightening I 
was wetting myself.” 

So he went to a beach and prepared to 
swim out and keep swimming until exhaus¬ 
tion overcame him and he would drown. 

But at the last moment, thoughts of his 
daughters kept him from killing himself. 

“I thought about my girls growing up with¬ 
out me, being bullied at school because I’m 
not there,” he said. 

So he went home and told his wife what he 
was thinking. She immediately called 999 
and got him admitted to a local mental- 
health unit. 

“It was from there that I started to accept 
it,” he said. “Until you want to get better, you 
can’t start doing something about it and get 
better.” 

A spokesman for the legion said: “Stewart 
was diagnosed with mental illness in 2012. 
With help from the legion, he’s now taking 
on challenges like climbing Mount Kiliman¬ 
jaro. Your donations help us to be there for 
people like Stewart.”

Putting her records on, this time, 
was a blissful experience for 
Corinne, who remarried in 2013. 

She says: “I loved making this 
record. It’s been such a process of 
transformation and joy for me. 

“I’ve loved experimenting and 
being playful with the writing and 
the recording.” 

She built her own studio in 
Leeds to construct the album but 
also recorded some of the new ma¬ 
terial at Capitol Studios in Los An¬ 
geles. 

Stars were queuing up to work 
with her on the album - Esperanza 
Spalding, Marcus Miller, James 
Gadson and Pino Palladino all 
make appearances. 

And for all its languid, easy¬ 
going Corinne, the record is also a 
genre-hopping masterstroke, teas¬ 


ing fans with glimpses of electro¬ 
pop, rock and piano balladry. 

It will stand out as the singer’s 
headline success in a remarkable 
return to form in 2016. 

In the wake of the album’s 
springtime release, she supported 
Stevie Wonder at the British Sum¬ 
mertime Concert in Hyde Park and 
was name-dropped by Barack 
Obama for her joyous single Green 
Aphrodisiac. 

She even worked with NASA 
this year, providing the soundtrack 
for its historic Destination: Jupiter 
campaign in July when the Juno 
spacecraft entered the planet’s 
orbit for the first time. 

“A shining example of strength 
and perseverance” was one re¬ 
viewer’s description of Corinne’s 
comeback. Others praised it as 


boundary-defying and out of this 
world. But for all the plaudits, 
Corinne remains delightfully hum¬ 
ble about her success. 

“I listened to the vinyl for the 
first time with my mum and sister, 
and felt so happy. 

“I am so excited that the record 
is out in the world and that I’ve 
been able to follow my heart in 
making it,” she says, ahead of her 
final tour date - in Shepherd’s 
Bush this week. 

“I’ve been blown away by the re¬ 
sponse to the album and my shows 
so far. They have been so intimate 
and really powerful for me.” 

Corinne Bailey Rae plays at the 
02 Shepherd’s Bush Empire 
tonight (Tuesday November 8).

A DECADE ago 

Corinne Bailey Rae 
was at the top of 
her game. Her stun¬ 
ning debut album 
had risen to the 
peak of the UK chart, she had 
picked up a pair of gongs at the 
2006 Mobo Awards and the number 
one single Put Your Records On had 
become an international super-hit. 
But a lot can change in 10 years. 

The 37-year-old makes her long- 
awaited return to West London this 
week at the end of her first UK tour 
for five years. 

It will mark the conclusion of 
Bailey Rae’s extraordinary journey 
back to the top after an unexpected 
tragedy threatened to derail her 
music career. 

Back in 2008, as she was begin¬ 
ning work on her second album, 
her husband of seven years Jason 
Rae was found dead. 

A coroner later ruled that the 
saxophonist, whom she had mar¬ 
ried soon after graduating from her 
hometown university of Leeds, had 
succumbed to an accidental over¬ 
dose of methadone and alcohol. 

“He was impulsive, I guess. He 
liked to have a drink, have fun,” 
Corinne would later reflect. 

“It could easily have turned out 
to be one of those stupid, drunken 
things you do that you get to talk 
about afterwards. It’s unbelievable 
that this one didn’t turn out like 
that, that this was the drunken, cu¬ 
rious thing that went wrong.” 

Much has been made of 
Corinne’s long road to recovery 
and critics were quick to detect the 
reflective tone of 2010’s follow-up 
album The Sea when it finally 
emerged. But after another long ab¬ 
sence, her “third coming” has been 
all the more intriguing. 

With a growing maturity, 
Corinne’s brand of distinctly mod¬ 
ern neo-soul feels as effortless as 
ever. 

The hushed vocals and light- 
touch instrumentation on her latest 
album, The Heart Speaks In Whis¬ 
pers, are delightfully deft, combin¬ 
ing beachside jazz-bar vibes with 
fresh pop hooks. 


REVIEW: Warpaint 

Roundhouse, Camden 

Thursday October 27 

UNDERSTATED, subtle and precise without ap¬ 
pearing sombre or morose, California four- 
piece Warpaint are the perfect fit for London’s 
grand old Roundhouse, writes Jack Dixon. 

Swaying from side to side with an ethereal 
quality, the girl group are slick performers at 
the peak of their powers. 

While third album Heads Up is still hot off the 
press, Emily, Theresa, Jenny Lee and Stella are 
ice cool on stage. 

An almost faultless performance grows ever 
more intoxicating throughout as the group 
drift through tracks carefully plucked from 
their impressive back catalogue. 

This is mature, considered indie rock with a 
hint of psychedelia and just a suggestion of 


1960s girl-group glam. But Warpaint are never 
dull. Their dreamy, often oceanic tunes are de¬ 
ceptively groovy when restyled for a live audi¬ 
ence. 

The likes of Love Is To Die and Undertow from 
the band’s earlier albums are entrancing hip- 


shakers, inspiring an almost cultish, automatic 
danceability, while new single New Song is their 
most unadulterated trendy chart banger yet. 

The Roundhouse, which is celebrating its 
half-century anniversary this year, is treated to 
a band at the top of their game here. 

Warpaint have shaken off their idle tag as 
flagbearers for fem-rock. 

Far from taking on the mantle of 1990s pio¬ 
neers Sleater-Kinney and Bikini Kill, they’re 
carving out their own niche - without the trap¬ 
pings of gender. 

It has been a triumphant return for the four- 
piece, who took time out to explore other pro¬ 
jects following their 2014 self-titled album. 

Here they bookend the set with tracks from 
their early days - Bees and later Krimson. It’s a 
marker of their confidence and strident cre¬ 
ative identity. Warpaint are trendsetters in 
every sense.

Barring the occasional Comic 
Relief special, it will be the first 
time the beloved characters 
have been up to their old tricks 
since the show’s third and final 
series aired in 2007. 

But Catherine says she sim¬ 
ply couldn’t resist the opportu¬ 
nity to revive the comic creations 
- and try out her material in a live 
setting. 

Does this mean there’ll be more foul- 
mouthed filth on stage than on the box? 

“I think so,” she tentatively revealed in a 
recent television interview. “You’ve got no 
censors standing there or anything like that. 

“I’ve always wanted to go on tour but I 
was a bit of a commitment-phobe because 
you have to plan so far ahead. But I’m ex¬ 
cited to be doing it.” 

The Catherine Tate Show Live will feature 
brand new material, she says, as much to en¬ 
tice new audiences as satisfy old fans of the 
show. 

“We wanted to do a show that you couldn’t 
really see on TV,” she says. “So it’s only the 
people in the room who will be experiencing 
it. And for that reason we are doing slightly 
different things than on the show. It’s a 
work in progress. There’s always stuff that’s

going to change 
from night to night.” 
Former comedy 
companions Niky 
Wardley, Brett Gold¬

this year - she is chuffed to be making audi¬ 
ences chortle once again, even though she’s 
not quite sure what to expect. 

“I’m going to have to suck it and see,” she 
says. “You want to make a virtue of the fact 
that it’s a live show and do some of the 
things you can’t really do on TV. 

“And make use of the audience - that’s the 
thing we’re incorporating into this show, 
being more immediate, doing bigger stuff.” 

With Catherine having long since retired 
her classic sketch show, does her live return 
leave the door open for a new series?

“I don’t know, I may get the bug so much 
with doing this that you think ‘Oh come on, 
let’s do it again’,” she says.

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Conscious consumers when it comes to food 


W E are what we eat - with people ex¬ 
pressing themselves through food 
more than ever before, according to 
new research. 

Social media has fundamentally changed our 
relationship with food, suggests the report. 

One in five adults has posted a picture of 
their food on social media or sent it to a friend 
in the last month. 

More than one in 50 have shared a picture in 
the last day, while almost half (44 per cent) 
make more effort with their cooking if they 
think a photo of it may be posted. 

The fourth annual Food & Drink, from super¬ 
market Waitrose, is based on millions of pur¬ 
chases in shops and online, with 
comprehensive customer research. 

The report shows that spiralisers were the 
top selling gadget in Waitrose this summer, 
and Instagram-friendly dishes such as charred 
food, picanha, bao buns and churros all made 
it into the Top 10 food trends of 2016. 

The key trends in the report all outline differ¬ 
ent ways in which people are increasingly see¬ 
ing food as a part of their identity, taking pride 
in what and how they eat. 

There was a time when healthy eating in¬ 
volved calorie counting, effort and sacrifice. 
But now nearly three-quarters (71 per cent) say 
it's just a part of who they are - a part of every¬ 
day life. 


Sixty per cent say the food they choose to eat 
today is naturally lighter and fresher than five 
years ago, for example swapping potatoes for 
aubergines in cooking (up 18 per cent this 
year), or choosing mini treats instead of full- 
size options, such as mini hot cross buns at 
Easter (up 165 per cent). 

Products including seeds and grains, coconut 
flour, cactus water and seaweed - and a 'veggan' 
diet - vegan, but with eggs - were all top food 
trends of 2016. 

Conscious consumption is now a part of ev¬ 
eryday life, according to the report, with 80 per 
cent actively considering how and where their 
food is sourced, while 30 per cent say they 
think more about the environment and society 
than five years ago. 

Almost half (46 per cent) now throw away less 
food than they did, while a third are using 
their freezers more. 

Nearly half say shopping more frequently for 
smaller baskets has helped manage their food 
waste at home, while sales of 'wonky' vegeta¬ 
bles, organic beauty products and food storage 
containers are all rising. 

But almost four out of 10 (39 per cent) now see 
eating out as less of a treat than they used to. 
Cheaper and healthier casual dining options 
means many are increasingly choosing to stay 
in when they want to treat themselves. 

And when people do stay in they're making it 


an event. In the last year, 40 per cent have ei¬ 
ther been to or hosted a 'Come Dine With Me- 
style' revolving dinner party, or a dinner 
party where everyone brings a dish, or a 
themed evening based around a holiday des¬ 
tination or cooking style. 

Demand for Waitrose Entertaining food or¬ 
dering service was up 14 per cent in 2016, 
while sales of olive wood serving boards and 
posh cutlery sets were up 60 per cent and 40 
per cent, repsectively, as people entertain 
more at home. 

When it comes to lunch, 60 per cent of office 
workers now eat at their desks, but more 
than a third of workers surveyed spent less 
than £1 on their lunch each day. 

And, one year on from the carrier bag 
charge, 42 per cent now claim to rarely forget 
to take a bag shopping with them, while 21 
per cent say they never forget. 

Rob Collins, Waitrose managing director, 


said: "As a nation we're expressing ourselves 
through food as never before. 

"From healthy eating, to the explosion of 
food photography on social media, to our de¬ 
sire to entertain others through cooking - 
food is today's hottest social currency;

I am back where I belong - on 
the stage. Shove over Tommy Steele - there’s 
a new sheriff in town. See you there.”

I WAS enticed along for my first visit to Rip¬ 
ley’s Believe It Or Not! by the promise of a 
Wicked The Musical takeover this half-term - 
so along with my teenage daughter, I popped 
along to the popular Piccadilly attraction to see 
why thousands of tourists flock to the unusual 
exhibit, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

We were greeted by the dulcet tones of the 
original Broadway cast of Wicked as soon as we 
entered the lobby. But that was just the begin¬ 
ning of the fun, as we were then treated to a 
full treasure hunt around the many interesting 
and weird artefacts on display. From a knitted 
Ferrari to a collection of bizarre shrunken 
heads, the interactive museum has it all. 

There are a few lovely pieces of Wicked mem¬ 
orabilia, which are adorning a part of the 
fourth floor, and a chance to have your photo 
taken dressed as the Wicked Witch Of The 
West as you defy gravity, while holding a 
broom, wearing a hat and striking a pose in 
front of the green screen. Fans of the show will 
be disappointed, however, as the bits on dis¬ 
play are really just a corner - and if you want 
to buy your photo, it will cost an extra £10. 

Ripley’s Believe It Or Not! is billed an ex¬ 
traordinary day out. But with tickets costing 
£27.50 and the duration of our stay less than an 
hour, it could be a deemed an extraordinarily 
expensive morning. 


Stott shines as diva-like legend 
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The Dresser 

Duke Of YorkTheatre 

OFTEN billed as Ronald Har¬ 
wood’s greatest play, The 
Dresser was first performed in 
London in 1980 and went on to 
score success both with a 
Tony-nominated Broadway 
production and with the 1983 
film adaptation, which starred 
Albert Finney and Tom Court¬ 
ney, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Set amid Second World War- 
ravaged Britain, The Dresser 
depicts a touring Shakespeare 
company, led by a monstrously 
diva-like stage legend with 
mood swings as big as his 
waistline, played with vigour 
by Ken Stott. 

His dresser and loyal 
manservant Norman, played 
with a caustic charm by Reece 
Shearsmith, endlessly cajoles 
the tempestuous titan and en¬ 


ables the evening’s production 
of King Lear to forge ahead de¬ 
spite an air raid. 

An interesting look into 
backstage life, Sean Foley’s re¬ 
vival sings with a sense of 
brotherly spirit, with Shear- 
smith’s nurturing Norman 
giving an infinitely appealing 
edge to the tale, while Stott’s 
rumbustious “Sir” seamlessly 
flits from monster to martyr. 

Harriet Thorpe is almost 


goddess-like as the long-suffer¬ 
ing spouse.

Queens Park Rangers searching for yet another new manager 


QUEENS Park Rangers chair¬ 
man Tony Fernandes is look¬ 
ing for another new manager 
after sacking the previous five 
in less than five years. 

Neil Warnock, Mark 
Hughes, Harry Redknapp, 
Chris Ramsey and now 
Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink 
have been ousted by the Air A- 
sia boss since January 2012. 

The West London club are 
now looking to appoint their 
13th full-time manager in 10 
years. Only four - Ian Hol¬ 
loway, John Gregory, 
Warnock and Redknapp - 
lasted more than a year in not 
so much a hotseat, more an 
electric chair. 

As usual when managerial 
vacancies in or around Lon¬ 
don come up, Tim Sherwood’s 
name is immediately bandied 
around and bookies invari¬ 
ably install the former Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur manager as 
their early (13/8) favourite to 
succeed Hasselbaink - a wild 
hunch based largely on his 
friendship with his former 
Spurs team-mate Les Ferdi¬ 
nand, who is now QPR’s direc¬ 
tor of football. 

Many Rangers fans hope 
the bookies are putting two 
and two together and getting 
five. Ferdinand recommend¬ 
ing Sherwood would smack of 
an old pals’ act. And if Sher¬ 
wood fails, Ferdinand’s posi¬ 
tion would probably become 
untenable. 

Certainly, his record in 
half-a-season of managing at 
White Hart Lane from Decem¬ 
ber 2013 to May 2014 should be 
taken with a pinch of salt. 

Despite media-savvy Sher¬ 
wood’s oft-quoted win percent¬ 
age, the figures don’t stand up 
to scrutiny. 

He won 14 out of 28 games 
but lost 4-0 to Chelsea, 4-0 to 
Liverpool and 5-1 to Manch¬ 
ester City. Spurs were elimi¬ 
nated from all three cup 
competitions (League Cup, FA 
Cup and Europa Cup) at his 
first attempt. 

He subsequently bowled up 
at Aston Villa, where he 
reached the FA Cup final (lost 
4-0 to Arsenal) and subse¬ 
quently spent £512 million on 
11 new players which he said 


would “show you what a Tim 
Sherwood team really looks 
like”. When pushed on what 
exactly he meant, he simply 
said “winners”. Villa won one 
of their first 20 games (Sher¬ 
wood was sacked in October 
2015 after 10 without a win and 
the club 19th in the Premier 
League) and are now in the 
bottom half of the Champi¬ 
onship. 

Another reason some QPR 
fans view the 47-year-old Sher¬ 
wood, now working as a pun¬ 
dit for Al-Jazeera Sport, with 
suspicion is his ego. Come to 
think of it, managing an aver¬ 
age Championship club with 
very little money to spend will 
probably be beneath the for¬ 
mer midfielder. 

A much more credible can¬ 
didate is 11/4 second favourite 
Paul Clement, now coaching 
at Bayern Munich following 
his short stint managing 
Derby County. Clement was a 
strong contender when Chris 
Ramsey was promoted from 
the youth ranks - and the 
chance to manage the club 
where his late father, Dave, is 
a legend might be irresistible 
to the Wandsworth-born 44 
year-old. 

Clement’s move to follow 
Fernandes’ Twitter account 
on Sunday only fuelled specu¬ 
lation that he is about to be 
appointed at Loftus Road. 

Also worthy of considera¬ 
tion is Karl Robinson (10/1), 
recently relieved of his duties 
at Milton Keynes Dons, where 
he did well on a very small 
budget. I have it on good au¬ 
thority the top earner at MK 
receives no more than £8,000 
per week. 

Hasselbaink, 44, became the 
latest to slip through the re¬ 
volving door in W12, his 11- 
month tenure terminated 
shortly after Saturday’s 1-1 
draw at Nottingham Forest, 
where Idrissa Sylla salvaged a 
point for the visitors with a 
late goal at a ground where 
they have still not won in 33 
visits. 

A statement on the official 
website read: “QPR have 


parted company with Jimmy 
Floyd Hasselbaink. The club 
appreciates Jimmy’s efforts 
during his time in charge and 
wishes him all the best for the 
future. 

“Owing to the international 
break, the first-team squad 
will return to training on 
Wednesday. A further update 
regarding the club’s manage¬ 
rial situation will be made in 
due course.” 

The Dutchman, who joined 
QPR from Burton Albion in 
December 2015, had 47 
matches in charge, winning 
14, drawing 18 and losing 15. 
On the face of it, not good or 
bad but pretty much all that 
could be expected under the 
circumstances. 

That is average mid-table 
form from a mid-table-sized 
club who have no right to ex¬ 
pect any better in the second 
tier given their slow recovery 
from years of financial mis¬ 
management and their need to 
balance the books by releas¬ 
ing experienced star players 
and replacing them with a 
string of unproven players 
from overseas, cheap buys 
from the English lower divi¬ 
sions and a smattering of 
youth-team products. 

What the bare statistics do 
not convey are the dire long- 
ball tactics that Hasselbaink 
routinely employed. Unlike 
many managers who are let 
down by their players, the 
Dutchman cannot blame his 
players for lack of effort - lack 
of ability and intelligence, 
yes, but not a lack of commit¬ 
ment. 

It was his lack of imagina¬ 
tion and inventiveness and a 
route-one approach that 
rarely raised fans from their 
stupor, never mind got them 
up out of their seats, that 
proved his undoing. 

Knowledgeable Rangers 
supporter Clive Whittingham, 
who runs the respected Loft 
For Words website, summed it 
up when he bemoaned unfath¬ 
omable team selection and 
wrote: “The official website 
runs a guessing game encour¬ 


aging fans to name the team 
in advance of the game and, 
honestly, if anybody ever gets 
it right they deserve the OBE. 
Even once the 11 names are 
revealed it’s a case of picking 
out the four defenders and the 
lone striker and then wildly 
guessing at where the other 
five might be playing. 
Rangers have gone 4-1-4-1, 4-2- 
3-1,4-3-3,4-5-1 and even 4-4-2 at 
various points of various 
games recently.” 

Reporting on Hasselbaink’s 
final game in charge at Not¬ 
tingham Forest, Whittingham 
wrote: “Once more QPR’s sole 
attacking idea seemed to be 
based around getting the ball 
in the vague vicinity of where 
it might be dangerous and 
hoping it magically became so 
simply by being there. 

“Hasselbaink sent on Mide 
Shodipo to play down the 
right and, as he always does, 
the young winger made a mas¬ 
sive difference. Nothing com¬ 
plicated, just getting at his 
man and getting a cross over. 

“Idrissa Sylla also stepped 
up off the bench to partner 
(Sebastian) Polter in attack 
and Nasser El Khayati came 
on to do down the left what 
Shodipo was doing down the 
right. Lo and behold, wouldn’t 
you know it, knock me down 
with a feather, stone the 
crows, hold the front page, 
getting the ball wide to 
wingers who can cross and 
putting somebody up along¬ 
side Polter to help worked. As 
it always has done before this 
season. Sylla scored almost 
immediately, powering in a 
header at the near post from 
El Khayati’s cross.” 

Despite receiving the 
board’s backing over his part 
in the recent undercover sting 
by The Daily Telegraph , Has¬ 
selbaink was a dead man 
walking after the latest home 
defeat, an embarrassingly 
one-sided 2-0 home loss to 
local rivals Brentford. At the 
end of the game the Sky 
Sports cameras panned to a 
visibly downcast Tony Fer¬ 
nandes, who had the look of a 


man who had seen enough. 
Hasselbaink was always going 
to be a risky appointment, 
which is why the board of¬ 
fered him only a rolling con¬ 
tract. The former Holland 
international and Chelsea 
striker cut his managerial 
teeth in Belgium with Royal 
Antwerp before landing the 
job at League Two Burton in 
November 2014. Inheriting an 
improving side from Nigel 
Clough, he guided the Brew¬ 
ers to promotion to League 
One in May 2015. 

Four months into the fol¬ 
lowing season he was heading 
to Shepherd’s Bush as the re¬ 


placement for Chris Ramsey 
and following Neil Warnock’s 
spell as interim manager. 

When Hasselbaink took 
charge in December 2015, 
Rangers were exactly halfway 
in the table, 12th, three points 
off the top six. 

Now, after 16 games, they 
are 17th - still six off the play¬ 
off berths but also six above 
the relegation zone. 

The board will hope to ap¬ 
point their new manager dur¬ 
ing the current international 
break, before Rangers re¬ 
sume against Norwich City 
at home on Saturday week.

“I changed it because it gave us more balance defen¬ 
sively and offensively. 

“We worked a lot to change the situation. Last season 
was very bad for all the players and for this season it was 
very important to improve and increase the confidence 
of these players. Like Victor Moses, also Marcos Alonso, 
Pedro the same. They are playing in a fantastic way and 
I hope to continue.” 

With the January transfer window looming, Conte is 
canny not to antagonise the club’s board by going public 
with a demand for better players. Instead, he reverts to 
type when asked if he will look to improve the squad. 

“Now it’s important to continue to work,” he said. 
“The squad is this, I am pleased to have these players and 
to work with them. We must continue in this way. 

“The transfer market is not important to me. It is im¬ 
portant to work with this squad and with my players and, 
above all, to trust in my work.” 

• CHELSEA’S under-23 development squad have a 
Checkatrade Trophy group match against Oxford United 
on Tuesday night at Stamford Bridge. 

While they can’t progress further in the competition, 
it’s likely that centre-back Kurt Zouma will have another 
run-out as he continues his recovery from the serious an¬ 
terior cruciate ligament injury suffered in January. 

Jody Morris’ under-18s went top of the Under-18 Pre¬

Hazard freedom movement 


Belgian playmaker liberated in Conte’s system 


This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE

EDEN Hazard plays his football like a 
child in the playground - and it’s that 
sheer unadulterated joy, which kids pro¬ 
duce without thinking, that is reaping 
dividends for Chelsea, who annihilated 
Everton on Saturday. 

Hazard scored twice in the 5-0 rout at 
Stamford Bridge that, for 24 hours, took 
Blues to the top of the Premier League. 

Belgium midfield marvel Hazard is 
revelling in the new-found freedom that 
head coach Antonio Conte is allowing 
the 25-year-old. 

He said: “We are in good form and we 
want to stay like this. We are in a good 
place where Chelsea has to be. We’re en¬ 
joying our football now. 

“We played well against Everton, cre¬ 
ated a lot of chances. We haven’t con¬ 
ceded a goal for five Premier League 
games now and we want to stay like 
this.” 

Chelsea have notched 16 goals with¬ 
out conceding in those five matches 
since the humiliation of a 3-0 drubbing 
at Arsenal that prompted Conte to alter 
his 4-4-2 formation to accommodate his 
favoured back three. The transforma¬ 
tion in form has been dramatic. 

This time last season Blues were 15th 
in the league. Now they are second, a 
point behind Liverpool. 

“Last season was difficult for me,” 
Hazard admitted. “But I’m trying to be 
the same player that I was two years 
ago. I try to play like when I was a kid. 
I’m enjoying playing now. My position 
is a little bit different than before - I go 
more inside. 

“It doesn’t change a lot -1 just have a 


bit more freedom when we have the ball 
and without the ball. I don't need to de¬ 
fend the left-back because Alonso is 
there. I just focus on staying in my po¬ 
sition and when I have the ball I have 
more freedom - I can go where I want 
and be decisive.” 

Is he as good as he was two years ago? 

“I don’t know, it’s not for me to judge 
this. I just want to be the same, and 
maybe a bit more. My objective is to win 
games, to win trophies, and if I stay like 
this we can win trophies. 

“Yeah, I’ve learnt from last season. 
We know that in a career you can’t stay 
at the top all the time. You have ups and 
downs and this is part of the job. You 
don’t want to be the same as last season; 
you want to be better. You try to play in 
training and bring the confidence back 
and enjoy yourself on the pitch.” 

So what has changed for him apart 
from the freedom to express himself? 

“I try to shoot,” he said. “People talk 
to me and say ‘You don’t shoot enough’. 
Now I try to shoot a lot because if you 
don’t shoot, you can’t score. I don’t 
know if the ball will go in but I have 
more chance if I shoot. This is my job.” 

The omission of Hazard from top 
awards such as the Ballon d’Or is not 
lost on the Chelsea playmaker. But 
while he accepts he did not deserve to 
be a contender, he does wants to be. 

“Last season I wasn’t good,” he said. 
“So for me it’s normal that I’m not on 
the list. I want to come back and give ev¬ 
erything to be on the list next year - not 
to be in the top 23 but to be in the top 
five. I want to reach this level. 

“I want to be the best and I try to 
reach this level. I play like a kid and I 
enjoy my football.” 

Chelsea limped to a lOth-placed finish 
last season - and Hazard knows he was 
partly responsible for this under¬ 
achievement. 

He said: “I don’t know why we were 
bad last season. I don’t try to find ex¬ 


cuses but I wasn’t at the top level, phys¬ 
ically and on the pitch, I’ve been at since 
I started my career. I’ve won a lot of in¬ 
dividual trophies and maybe last season 
I was a little bit tired, mentally and 
physically, I don’t know. I can’t say it 
was because of this or that.” 

The man who is the architect of Haz¬ 
ard’s renaissance as a footballer of 
power and grace is Conte. 

Chelsea’s Italian coach is as prag¬ 
matic as his full-time predecessor Jose 
Mourinho but, for now at least, he 
seems to have harmonised a dressing 
room to the point where the players are 
buying into his methods. It helps, of 
course, to be winning. 

So are Blues genuine title contenders 
as the boys from SW6 head into an inter¬ 
national break sitting pretty in the top 
four? 

“I think we can improve,” was 
Conte’s characteristic response. “You 
can always improve. When you play 
this type of game, I know we played 
very well, fantastic. 

“When you see the players’ work-rate 
and commitment in training, it’s fantas¬ 
tic to have this type of game because 
you can continue to work very hard and 
trust what you are doing in the session.” 

OK, so no mention of a title push 
there. Perhaps Chelsea fans can dream 
of regaining the title, then? 

“Now it’s important to continue to 
work,” he reiterated. “For us it was very 
important to win against Everton and to 
win in this way. We played very well. 
Now it’s important to look at ourselves, 
not at the others. We can’t think ‘We can 
do this or do this’. It’s important to im¬ 
prove and to work together. Then we 
can see in the future what can happen.” 

So that’s the proverbial take-one- 
game-at-a-time mantra. 

Chelsea’s next game will be on Sun¬ 
day November 20 when they head up to 
the North East for a tricky match 
against Middlesbrough. 


Before that Conte will head back to 
Italy for some warm weather, a brief 
rest and a family reunion. 

However, he revealed how his close 
family watch his antics on the touchline 
at Stamford Bridge. In the second half 
against Everton, Conte kept signalling 
to someone in the crowd. Who was it? 

“Yes, I was,” he explained. “My 
daughter (Vittoria) is always behind 
me, with my wife (Elisabetta) and 
brother (Gianluca). She comes to every 
game. They come from Italy, stay here 
for two days and then they go back. My 
daughter is studying in Italy and then 
we want to bring my family (over here). 

“It’s important for me to have a bit of 
rest back in Italy because my first pe¬ 
riod at Chelsea has been very intensive. 
It’s important for me to have a bit of rest 
to be ready to restart.” 

How worried was he after that Arse¬ 
nal drubbing? 

“I was worried because we were con¬ 
ceding a lot of goals in every game and 
were letting teams have a lot of chances 
to score,” he said. 

“For this reason, we changed. Nor¬ 
mally when you lose, it’s important to 
have good thoughts, to change to im¬ 
prove and to explain why you made this 
step. I think together with the players 
we are working very hard and we are 
finding a new way to change the situa¬ 
tion.” 

So why didn’t he start the season with 
his fabled back-three formation he em¬ 
ployed with great success at Juventus? 

“It was because in my mind I wanted 
to play 4-2-4.1 wanted to start the season 
with this because you have wingers who 
are strong one v one and I like to play 
with two strikers very close together. 
But I changed it. I must be honest, dur¬ 
ing the pre-season, when we started to 
prepare, there was 4-2-4 but also 3-4-3, 
because this squad could play both sys¬ 
tems.

Bees stung 
by Fulham 
onslaught 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


IN-FORM Fulham go into the 
international break on a high 
after Friday's 2-0 victory at 
West London rivals Brentford. 

Whites climbed to eighth 
place in the Championship, 
just two points off the play-off 
positions, after a goal in either 
half - Sone Aluko and Tom 
Cairney on target - earned 
them their first win at Griffin 
Park since April 1998. 

That's Fulham's fourth away 
league win in eight matches 
this season - the same number 
they managed in the whole of 
the 2015-16 campaign. 

Their coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic, who certainly 
outwitted his counterpart 
Dean Smith on this occasion, 
said: "I think my team was very 
well prepared for this game. 

"We started well and we 
stopped (Scott) Hogan from 
running off our shoulders. The 
job that we did was very 
important for us. 

"In the end we showed good 
ambition, we were very 
motivated, we played with 
personality. We created many 
chances to score some more 
goals." 

Brentford had lost only once 
on their own patch this season, 
to Barnsley, and were looking 
for their second derby win in a 
week following their 2-0 
triumph at Queens Park 
Rangers. But the visitors 
controlled the game from start 
to finish, dominating 75 per 
cent of a one-sided affair that 
served up a treat for the live 
television audience. 

Aluko netted his third away 
goal of the term in the 36th 
minute, reacting first to 
scramble home a rebound 
from his original shot, but with 
more clinical finishing he could 
easily have bagged his first 
hat-trick for the club. Piazon, 
on loan from Chelsea, missed 
probably the best chance of all 
when he blazed over from 
close range. 

Facing his former club and 
ignoring the boos of home 
fans, Fulham keeper David 
Button was a virtual spectator 
until the hour mark, when he 
dived smartly to tip a Josh 
Clarke shot over the bar. 

But Fulham never looked 
like relinquishing their grip on 
the game. When Tom Cairney 
showed his class to neatly 
sidestep a defender before 
stroking the ball home in 
injury-time, it was the least the 
team from SW6 deserved. 

This was a brilliant all-round 
performance from Fulham, 
with full-backs Ryan Fredericks 
and man-of-the-match Scott 
Malone providing a constant 
attacking threat on the break. 

"We've started to be more 
competitive, more solid, more 
organised,"said Jokanovic. "It's 
very good news for us because 
we kept our fifth clean sheet 
today. Last season we had only 
four. I believe there's space to 
improve ourselves and this is 
the job that's in front of us." 

Typically, the Serb is refusing 
to get carried away by back-to- 
back league wins over 
Huddersfield Town and 
Brentford in which his team 
have scored seven times 
without conceding. "I try to live 
in the present," he said. "I try to 
think about short steps, about 
the next game." 

Whites resume their 
Championship promotion bid 
on Saturday November 19, 
when Sheffield Wednesday 
visit Craven Cottage.
